Let's  see— what  was  that  talk  about 
grade  separation? 


We  certainly  have  had  a  glorious  In- 
dian Summer  this  fall. 


Would  government  by  commission  im- 
prove Lynn  municipal  conditions  ? 


Will  the  day  ever  come  when   Lynn 
will  be  relieved  from  strike  agitation? 


We  judge  from  the  common  council 
debates  that  something  stronger  than 
water  entered  into  the  street  sprinkling 
agitation! 

The  shoe  workers  strike  in  this  city 
last  month  halted  a  pay  roll,  in  the  shoe 
and  allied  trades,  estimated  to  amount 
to  $250,000  weekly. 


The  details  of  a  business  proposition 
cannot  be  settled  by  a  large  body— sug- 
gested by  the  city  council's  wrestle  with 
the  Classical  High  School. 


A  Lynn  man  says  he  voted  for  Bryan 
twice  and  there  have  been  good  times 
ever  since,  and  he  says  he  proposes  to 
repeat  the  performance. 


Taxes  came  in  this  year  better  than 
ever  before,  so  Treasurer  French  re- 
ports, due  in  some  degree  probably,  to 
the  levying  of  an  additional  sum  if  taxes 
were  not  paid  within  a  given  time. 
There  was  considerable  fault  found  with 
the  increased  rate  of  taxation  this  year. 
The  officials  state  that  the  loss  of  about 
$100,000  through  liquor  license  fees  and 
taxes  on  property  used  for  liquor  selling 
would  be  made  up  by  the  differences  be- 
tween the  tax  rate  of  this  year  and  last. 


The  Sea  Street   Extension. 

The  progress  of  the  work  on  the  Sea 
street  extension  must  be  hastened  if  the 
new  boulevard  at  the  foot  of  Commercial 
street  is  to  be  reached  before  winter. 
The  project  is  an  expensive  one,  in  fact 
one  of  the  most  expensive  the  city  has 
undertaken  for  years.  Land  damages 
alone  amount  to  almost  the  first  esti- 
mate of  the  entire  cost.  The  common 
council  in  a  recent  special  session  au- 
thorized the  borrowing  of  $26,000  to  com- 
plete the  work.  Furthermore  the  coun- 
ty's contribution  of  $50,000  will  have  to 
be  used  to  meet  the  short  term  bonds 
which  secured  money  for  the  construc- 
tion work. 


How  time  does  fly !  Christmas  is  due 
to  arrive  next  month  — and  by  that  time 
may  the  industrial  situation  be  much 
improved,  is  our  ardent  wish. 


In  spite  of  the  fact  of  over  a  million 
dollars  having  been  spent  on  Lynn's 
streets  and  sidewalks  during  the  past 
ten  years,  many  of  the  thoroughfares 
are  still  in  a  deplorable  condition. 


Lynn  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  se- 
curing of  an  automobile  for  the  collec- 
tion of  mail  in  the  outlying  districts, 
considering  the  fact  that  few  cities 
Lynn's  size  have  received  this  favor 
from  the  Washington  authorities.  The 
new  machine  will  save  much  time  and 
greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
post  office  department  in  all  its  branches. 
The  Lynn  postal  district  turns  in  nearly 
$150,000  profit  to  the  government  each 
year,  and  recently  several  additional 
carriers  and  clerks  have  been  added  to 
the  force,  notwithstanding  the  business 
depression. 

It  looks  now  as  if  the  city  would  have 
to  become  greatly  in  debt  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  running  the  city's  business 
this  fall.  The  deficit  comes  about  by  a 
shortage  of  funds  on  account  of  the  mak- 
ing of  improvements  and  the  increased 
cost  of  maintenance.  The  finance  com- 
mittee believe  that  $100,000  will  be  nec- 
essary to  tide  the  city  over,  nearly  all 
departments  being  short  of  money,  and 
the  financial  year  not  beginning  until 
December  20.  The  sum  that  may  be 
raised  is  based  on  the  amount  of  debt 
and  the  money  appropriated  last  spring 
for  the  sinking  fund.

pointed by  the  city  council.  Under  pre- 
sent conditions  it  is  a  physical  impossi- 
bility for  Mr.  McCarthy  to  attend  to  all 
of  the  work  which  is  necessary  to  be 
done,  and  in  consequence  many  dealers 
were  found  by  the  state  sealer  to  be 
giving  short  measures.  Mr.  McCarthy 
is  said  to  have  a  larger  amount  of  work 
to  do  than  any  other  sealer  in  the  state, 
and  is  the  hardest  worked  as  well  as  one 
of  the  most  faithful  of  the  city  hall  offi- 
cials. Heretofore  the  city  council  mem- 
bers say  they  have  been  deterred  from 
appointing  an  assistant  on  account  of 
the  lack  of  funds,  but  it  is  believed  that 
the  time  is  not  distant  when  the  state 
officials  will  make  the  city  council  see 
plainly  the  necessity  of  such  a  step.

An  extension  of  the  tracks  of  the  Bos- 
ton &  Northern  Street  Railway  Co.  over

only  take  five  minutes  more  from  Cen- 
tral Square,  which  time  is  now  consumed 
in  waiting  on  Hollinsworth  street.  The 
Highland  Circuit  was  the  first  road  to  be 
equipped  with  electricity  and  has  been 
operated  for  twenty  years,  there  not 
having  been  an  accident  in  the  whole 
time,  notwithstanding  the  steep  hills 
which  are  encountered  in  the  run.

A  recent  communication  to  the  water 
board  from  Engineer  Dwelley  is  exhaus- 
tive on  the  unbeUef  of  the  pubUc  as  to 
the  purity  of  Lynn  water  supply,  and  he 
expresses  the  opinion  that  something 
must  be  done  to  quiet  the  fears  of  the 
people  at  the  present  time.  In  his 
opinion  the  treatment  of  the  water 
with  ozone  is  the  cheapest  and  easiest 
way  to  eliminate  all  danger  from  disease 
germs,  allowing  four  months  storage. 
Under  ordinary  conditions  Mr.  Dwelley 
says  that  nothing  need  be  done  except 
to  protect  the  watersheds  and  maintain 
the  storage  supply  system  of  four 
months  standard,  but  with  the  belief 
prevalent  among  the  public  that  typhoid 
fever  and  other  diseases  result  from  the 
impurity  of  the  water,  his  suggestion 
would  be  the  ozone  treatment. 


It  looks  like  progress  with  the  city 
council  considering  an  order  embodying 
provisions  for  a  general  study  of  the  sit- 
uation to  include  the  future  disposal  of 
sewage,  the  extension  of  Market  and 
other  streets  and  the  proposed  reclama- 
tion of  certain  flats  for  the  building  of 
piers  and  docks  nearer  deep  water.

The  full  report  of  the  National  Board 
of  Underwriters  contains  many  minor 
recommendations  with  regards  to  addi- 
tions and  changes  in  the  fire  department. 
As  was  previously  stated,  a  commission 
to  be  composed  of  five  members  to  look 
after  the  improvements  and  any  matters 
of  importance  that  may  arise  in  the  fire 
department  was  recommended  first  of 
all.  The  National  Board  also  recom- 
mends the  appointment  of  the  chief  and 
his  assistants  for  indefinite  terms,  they 
only  to  be  removed  for  cause,  and  that 
all  members  of  the  fire  department  be 
retired  from  active  duty  at  the  age  of 
62  years  unless  particular  reasons  are 
advanced  for  retaining  them.  Another 
of  the  board's  recommendations  is  the 
establishment  of  a  drill  school  at  Broad 
street,  having  a  pompier  tower,  to  be  in 
charge  of  a  competent  man,  so  that 
members  especially  new  men,  could  be 
drilled  in  the  use  of  the  pompier  and 
other  ladders,  the  quick  handling  of  hose, 
etc. ;  and  also  the  erection  of  a  repair 
shop  at  this  station.  These  and  many 
other  changes  are  set  forth  by  the  Na- 
tional Board  in  their  report  as  necessary 
before  the  Lynn  fire  department  is  on  a 
par  with  that  of  other  large  New  Eng- 
land cities.

The  Harbor  Improvements. 

The  city  council  is  at  present  consid- 
ering the  plan  of  reclaiming  several  hun- 
dred acres  of  harbor  flats  to  convert  the 
land  into  factory  sites  and  in  addition 
deepening  the  harbor.  About  $10,000  is 
needed  for  the  preliminary  work  neces- 
sary. President  Bauer  of  the  board  of 
trade  has  the  matter  in  charge.  If  the 
appropriation  cannot  be  made  under  the 
law  the  work  could  be  carried  on  by  an 
appropriation  for  extending  the  outfall 
sewer,  which  seems  necessary,  the  city 
engineer  doing  the  engineering.  The 
land  now  practically  worthless  would 
much  increase  in  value  and  be  most  suit- 
able for  factory  sites,  so  it  is  pointed 
out.  Newark,  N.  J.  and  Seattle,  Wash- 
ington, furnish  precedents,  especially 
in  adding  to  property  values.  A  deep 
harbor  would  make  Lynn  much  more 
important  as  a  seaport.  The  work  would 
be  principally  that  of  transfer,  two 
channels  of  thirty-five  feet  of  water  at 
low  tide  being  made  and  the  material 
taken  out  and  transferred  for  filling  in 
the  flats.  Already  the  board  of  alder- 
men, on  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee on  finance,  have  appropriated  $10,000 
for  a  survey  of  the  harbor,  the  money 
going  to  the  account  of  the  city  engi- 
neer. He  will  secure  assistance  in  the 
several  incidentals  of  the  main  work, 
which  include  the  Market  street  exten- 
sion, other  necessary  street  locations, 
and  sewage  disposal.

One  cannot  judge  the  value  of  milk 
solely  by  its  composition.  Milk  pro- 
duced under  ordinarily  satisfactory  san- 
itary conditions  has  a  decidedly  superior 
value  to  dirty  milk,  no  matter  what  the 
latter  may  test  In  the  past  and  even 
at  the  present  time  milk  is  being  sold  at 
too  low  a  price,  considering  its  food 
value  and  the  cost  of  production.  In 
fact,  the  average  consumer  has  regarded 
milk  as  a  sort  of  household  necessity,  to 
be  bought  as  cheaply  as  possible.  As 
to  its  quality  and  the  methods  and  care 
used  in  its  production  he  has  been  la- 
mentably ignorant.  If  his  children  be- 
come ill,  he  willingly  employs  physician 
and  nurse;  but  he  absolutely  refuses  to 
pay  the  slight  advance  which  would  en- 
courage the  dairyman  to  produce  a  more 
satisfactory  food  product  for  his  entire 
family.  He  evidently  prefers  to  pay 
dollars  to  overcome  the  illness  rather 
than  dimes  to  remove  the  cause.  At  the 
present  time  it  actually  costs  the  ordi- 
nary producer  4  to  5  cents  to  produce  a 
quart  of  reasonably  clean  milk  of  aver- 
age composition,  and  if  he  is  obliged  to 
sell  it  at  even  less  than  the  above  price. 
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it  is  not  surprising  if  high  food  and  sani- 
tary standards  do  not  always  meet  his 
unquaHfied  endorsement. 

The  efforts  towards  sanitary  improve- 
ment inaugurated  by  H.  P.  Hood  &  Sons 
and  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  as- 
sisted by  local  health  boards,  should  be 
welcomed  by  every  intelligent  milk  pro- 
ducer. The  public  can  best  assist  in  this 
matter  by  being  willing  to  pay  a  price 
commensurate  with  the  cost  of  the  im- 
provement.

Who  voted  for  Bryan?     Somebody  did. 


It  was  fortunate  for  Mr.  Bryan  that  he 
did  n't  make  a  bet  that  would  require  him 
to  wheel  President-elect  Taft  around  a  city 
block  in  a  wheelbarrow. 


This  year's  farm  crops  in  America  are 
worth  eight  thousand  million  dollars. 
With  a  cessation  of  political  agitation 
business  will  boom! 


One  of  the  idiosyncrasies  of  the  freight 
charges  of  the  present  day  was  brought  out 
clearly  to  an  apple  dealer  in  Lynn  a  few 
weeks  ago.  A  shipment  of  apples  to 
Liverpool,  3000  miles  away,  cost  him 
twenty-six  cents  a  barrel,  while  a  ship- 
ment to  Salem,  five  miles  away,  cost  him 
twenty-seven  cents  a  barrel. 


The  question  of  the  tariff  now  comes 
up  for  settlement,  and  the  Republican 
party  is  in  honor  bound  to  make  a  real 
revision,  in  which  the  interest  of  the 
consuming  public,  of  the  manufacturer 
who  needs  low-cost  raw  material,  and  of 
the  manufacturer  who  is  competing  with 
low-priced  European  labor,  shall  all  have 
fair  consideration.  The  American  people 
are  firmly  attached  to  the  protective  sys- 
tem and  are  disposed  to  give  manufac- 
turers a  preference  to  the  extent  of  the 
difference  of  labor  costs  between  the  two 
countries.  More  than  that  is  graft,  less 
than  that  closes  our  mills.  There  is  no 
profit  in  sending  money  abroad  to  buy 
things  we  might  as  well  make  here.  But 
on  the  other  hand  many  manufacturers 
have  made  the  most  outrageous  demands, 
asking  the  shelter  of  a  high  tariff  wall,  yet 
all  the  while  being  able  to  send  their  own 
product  abroad  to  beat  out  the  European 
maker  on  his  own  grounds. 


Mayor  Porter  is  entitled,  on  his  re-  ord, 
to  a  re-election.  He  has  been  an  attentive 
and  painstaking  executive,  and  has  done 
all  that  could  reasonably  be  expected. 
Conditions  are  against  a  mayor.  He  is 
tied  down  by  many  traditions  and  other 
conditions.  We  should  have  it  arranged 
to  give  the  executive  more  power.  That 
would  bring  municipal  work  nearer  to  a 
business  basis.  Mayor  Porter  has  done  a 
hundred  times  better  with  no  license  than 
was  expected,  and  he  has  shown  common 
sense,  discretion,  and  a  heap  of  good 
nature,  in  conducting  the  city's  business. 


After  one  considers  the  ethics  governing 
Mr.  Vahey's  canvas,  for  the  governorship 
it  is  no  wonder  that  Tucker  was  convicted. 
The  only  wonder  is  that  he  was  not  elec- 
trocuted a  second  time. 


The  stationing  of  a  policeman  at  the 
Central  Square  crossing  at  the  expense 
of  the  railroad  is  a  commendable  move. 
It  is  hoped,  however,  that  this  move  will 
not  cause  the  grade  crossing  commission 
to  delay  their  report  any  longer  in  the 
belief  that  this  will  serve  to  ameliorate 
Lynn  people  for  the  time  being.  Lynn 
wants  the  separation  of  grades,  and  the 
sooner  the  better. 


The  Boston  and  Maine. 

The  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  should 
lose  no  time  in  giving  Lynn  people  a 
"straight"  train  to  Boston  between  9.50 
and  10.57  a.m.  The  absence  of  a  train 
to  Boston  at  this  time  in  the  forenoon  is 
a  source  of  great  annoyance  to  many 
Lynn  people,  according  to  the  reports 
that  we  hear,  and  we  believe  that  if  the 
matter  is  properly  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Boston  and  Maine  officials, 
they  will  attend  to  the  deficiency  when 
revising   their   time-table. 


Lynn's  vote  in  the  presidential  election 
showed  a  majority  of  about  2500  for  Taft, 
every  ward  giving  a  majority  for  the  Re- 
publican candidate  except  Ward  6,  where 
the  general  discontent  among  the  General 
Electric  workers  led  to  a  majority  for 
Bryan.  These  voters  might  have  agreed 
with  the  man  who  said  he  had  voted  for 
Bryan  twice  and  the  country  had  passed 
through  its  best  prosperity,  and  he  pro- 
posed to  give  the  Nebraska  candidate  a 
third  vote.

A  city  official,  with  extensive  experi- 
ence and  vnde  knowledge,  says  of  the 
hcense   fee-taxation   question : 

"That  the  loss  of  the  license  fees  the 
present  year  is  soon  to  show  a  condition 
not  fully  understood  by  many  is  the 
opinion  of  those  who  have  been  giving 
this  subject  consideration.  In  recent 
years  under  license,  the  fees  fropa  licenses 
have  been  about  equal  to  the  cost  of  main- 
taining the  police  department.  The  pres- 
ent year  it  was  necessary  to  appropriate 
nearly  $100,000  for  this  department,  and 
it  is  estimated  that  it  will  require  borrow- 
ing about  as  much  more  to  meet  the  deficit 
of  the  present  year. 

"  In  other  words,  it  is  argued  and  is 
a  fact  that  had  this  license  money  been 
forthcoming,  the  borrowing  of  this  sum 
would  have  been  averted.  To  meet  the 
payment  of  this  $100,000  next  year,  will 
require  an  increase  of  about  $1.40  per 
$1000  to  the  tax  rate. 
.  "Had  the  city  been  able  to  meet  its 
obligations  without  borrowing,  it  could 
under  license  have  reduced  the  appro- 
priation the  present  year  and  the  tax  rate 
would  have  been  only  about  $18.40  per 
$1000. 

"  It  is  claimed  that  many  small  property 
owners  are  convinced  that  the  difference 
between  license  and  no-Ucense  reacts 
against  them,  inasmuch  as  no  license  mean 
an  increased  burden  of  taxation."

A  question  that  has  been  occupying 
the  mind  of  the  city  clerk  for  the  past 
month  is  that  of  whether  or  not  Lynn 
has  the  necessary  number  of  playgrounds 
as  recommended  for  cities  by  a  law  re- 
cently passed  by  the  legislature,  which 
calls  for  one  playground  to  each  20,000 
of  its  population.  The  Massachusetts 
Civic  League  does  not  beUeve  that  Lynn 
has  the  necessary  number  and  has  asked 
that  the  question  be  voted  upon  at  this 
month's  election.  If  the  act  is  accepted, 
these  playgrounds  will  have  to  be  com- 
pleted by  July  1,  1910,  and  a  supervisor 
of  sports  may  be  appointed  by  the  city 
for  each  playground.

These  artists  appear 
exclusively  in  this  chain  of  140  vaudeville 
houses,  and  if  anyone  washes  to  see  them, 
he  is  obliged  to  go  to  a  theatre  of  the  Morris 
circuit.  These  exclusive  engagements,  to- 
gether with  the  fact  that  the  best  acts  at- 
tainable are  procured,  go  to  make  up  a 
very  strong  combination  for  the  patrons. 


The  No-license  voters  in  Lynn  are  very 
much  pleased  that  the  Chelsea  voters  have 
decided  to  go  into  the  No-license  column 
after  May  1,  next. 


The  Huge  Edison  Plant. 

At  the  Edison  factories  in  Orange,  N.J., 
ten  thousand  phonographs  are  now  being 
made  every  week  and  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  records  each  day.  In  the 
various  buildings  of  the  plant,  which  in- 
cludes eleven  five-story  buildings  and  five 
chemical  laboratories,  there  are  fourteen 
acres  of  floor  space  and  the  entire  plant 
occupies  eighteen  acres.  Four  thousand, 
five  hundred  people  are  employed,  the 
labor  going  on  day  and  night.  Twenty- 
four  million  records,  and  three  million, 
six  hundred  thousand  catalogues  are 
printed  annually  to  keep  the  public  in 
touch  with  the  products  of  the  plant, 
which  is  not  only  devoted  to  manufactur- 
ing phonographs,  but  many  other  pro- 
ducts of  the  ceaseless  Edison  invention. 
These  latter  include  the  kinetoscope  and 
its  films,  the  Edison  primary  battery,  the 
Bates  numbering  machine,  which  is  really 
an  Edison  invention,  and  the  Edison 
storage   battery. 

While  Mr.  Edison  does  not  look  upon 
the  phonograph  as  the  greatest  of  his 
nearly  one  thousand  inventions,  yet  he 
has  really  devoted  more  of  his  time  to  it 
than  any  other.  The  most  minute  parts 
of  the  phonograph  are  made  by  machinery, 
yet  the  workmen  are  skilled  by  all  means. 
The  "business"  phonograph  for  office 
purposes  is  the  latest  Edison  feature  in 
this  line.  The  first  company  to  sell  Edi- 
son phonographs  was  organized  in  1878, 
but  this  perfected  commercial  machine  of 
to-day  has  been  in  use  only  three  years. 
The  diversified  uses  of  the  phonograph 
were  well  demonstrated  in  the  disseminat- 
ing of  speeches  in  the  recent  campaign 
for  the  Presidency.  Soon  these  factories 
at  Orange  may  enter  the  field  of  com- 
bined moving  and  speaking  pictures,  but 
just  now  they  are  being  worked  to  their 
capacity  producing  phonographs.  D.  B. 
H.  Power,  Central  Avenue,  has  a  com- 
plete assortment  of  the  Edison  phono- 
graphs, and  their  audience  hall  exhibi- 
tions are  very  popular  with  the  Lynn 
public. 

The  statistics  given  out  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  recently  showed  that 
Lynn,  for  a  manufacturing  city,  has  a 
remarkably  low  death  rate  for  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  only  having  29 
per  cent,  to  Fall  River's  67  per  cent.  The 
reason  for  the  death  of  children  so  young 
in  manufacturing  cities  is  due  to  the  in- 
ferior milk  supply  and  the  fact  that  so 
many  mothers  work  in  factories  and  can- 
not care  for  the  children  properly.

But  the  solid  achievements 
of  the  administration,  and  the  results  of 
the  campaign  for  the  nomination  and 
election  of  Mr.  Taft,  have  proved  that 
Mr.  Roosevelt  is  a  consummate  politician, 
and  that  he  constitutes  the  rare  combina- 
tion of  a  reformer  who  has  a  keen  sense 
of  the  chances  and  probabilities  of  the 
game  of  politics.  His  splendid  audacity 
is  sufficiently  controlled  by  a  correct 
estimate  of  popular  feehng,  to  make  him 
extraordinarily  successful  in  defying  the 
selfish  politicians  and  the  forces  of  in- 
trenched and  crushing  monopoly,  and  in 
ignoring  the  cautions  of  the  over  prudent.

The  word  "Santa  Claus"  is  an  English 
perversion  of  the  Netherlands  word  "Sin- 
ter Klaas,"  meaning  Saint  Nicholas,  the 
patron  saint  of  children.  The  word  is 
also  used  to  designate  Saint  Nicholas  Day, 
which  in  the  Netherlands  is  celebrated  on 
December  6.  The  real  Saint  Nicholas  it 
is  said,  was  the  Bishop  of  Myra  in  Lycia, 
who  died  about  326  A.D.  His  personal 
history  is  almost  entirely  imknown,  but 
numerous  legends  show  him  to  have  been 
a  most  generous  and  kindly  man.  In 
some  parts  of  Germany  it  is  still  the  custom 
for  some  one  to  dress  up  as  a  bishop  on 
Saint  Nicholas  Eve  and  distribute  presents 
to  the  children.  The  custom,  however,  is 
practically  obsolete,  Saint  Nicholas  having 
been  superseded  by  Santa  Claus.

A  correspondent  wishes  to  know  if  the 
rumor  is  correct  that  the  city  is  to  erect  a 
Classical  High  School  building. 


They  now  say  that  Alderman  Charles 
Orrin  Breed  will  be  the  logical  Republican 
candidate  for  Mayor  next  year. 


Mayor  Porter  did  not  receive  the  ex- 
pected support  of  his  friends  by  reason  of 
his  faithful  enforcement  of  the  law  of  "  No- 
License." 

Lynn  should  fight  to  the  last  ditch  every 
plan  for  grade  separation  at  Central  Square 
that  does  not  call  for  DEPRESSION. 
Elevated  tracks  are  not  for  the  city's 
welfare. 


Really  and  truly  does  it  not  occur  to  you 
that  a  corporation  like  the  city  of  Lynn, 
doing  an  annual  business  of  close  to  two 
million  dollars,  should  have  more  capable, 
experienced  and  intelligent  directing 
forces? 

Lynn  is  taking  on  too  many  so-called 
"improvements."  How  absurd  to  try  to 
do  so  much  when  the  courts  are  summon- 
ing city  officials  deemed  in  contempt  for 
!K't  carrying  out  work  vit  illy  necessary. 
Aie  we  not,  as  a  municipality,  "biting  off 
more  than  we  can  chew"  to  satisfy  polit- 
ical and  other  agitators? 


With  appropriate  ceremonies  the  initial 
steps  were  begun  last  month  to  improve 
Lynn  harbor  with  the  view  of  making  it 
more  of  a  commercial  jwrt  than  hereto- 
fore. At  a  cost  of  $10,000,  the  first  move 
is  to  make  a  survey  and  study  which  will 
last,  according  to  Engineer  Joiner,  six  or 
seven  weeks.  With  the  completion  of 
this  report  the  city  will  have  a  plan  by 
which  the  systematic  development  of  the 
harbor  can  be  entered  upon. 


The  recent  instructions  to  street  car 
conductors  that  the  cars  be  stopped  and 
passengers  warned  not  to  leave  the  car 
until  the  fire  apparatus  has  passed  is  a 
inove  for  the  safety  of  the  public  in  the 
right  direction,  and  at  the  same  time  will 
greatly  aid  the  drivers  of  apparatus  re- 
sponding to  an  alarm.  With  the  help  of 
the  new  whistle  placed  on  the  Broad 
street  hose  wagon  the  accidents,  in  re- 
sponding to  alarms,  should  be  reduced  to 
a  minimum. 


The  report  that  Chief  Harris  of  the  Fire 
Department  is  to  recommend  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  powerful  fire  whistle  is  in  line 
with  a  suggestion  made  by  the  Review  a 
great  many  months  ago,  at  which  time  the 
idea  was  laughed  at.  We  are  glad  to  see 
that  the  chief  realizes  the  uselessness  of 
the  whistle  in  a  good  many  ways  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  city  government  will 
be  convinced  that  a  discontinuance  of  the 
whistle  will  be  for  the  best,  from  the  point 
of  view  of  both  the  firemen  and  the  public.

SOME     INTERESTING     COMPARISONS     BEARING     ON     THE     OLD     AND 

NEW     MANAGEMENT. 

The  Lynn  Water  Board  has  seen  fit  to  make  public  a  preUminary  report.  Since 
the  Annual  Report  of  that  department  is  now  due,  this  preliminary  statement  is  in- 
terpreted as  an  attempt  to  allay  the  prevalent  criticism  of  that  department  which 
is  now  abroad.  Properly  enough  the  doings  of  the  new  Board  are  watched  the  more 
closely  because  of  the  circumstances  which  led  up  to  its  organization.  For  their  sakes, 
and  for  the  sake  of  the  city,  we  wish  them  nothing  but  success.  But  there  are  those, 
not  a  few,  who  beheve  that  the  old  Board  set  a  standard  of  excellence,  all  in  all,  not 
so  easily  attained  as  some  have  supposed.  The  circumstances,  therefore,  suggest 
the  inquiry  as  to  how  nearly  that  standard  has  been  maintained  in  making  the  W'ater 
Department  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  city.  The  following  brief  comparisons  are 
suggestive.  All  the  figures  upon  which  they  are  based  are  taken  from  published  re- 
ports accessible  to  all. 

The  last  report  of  the  old  Board  was  in  1906  and  it  shows  receipts  and  expenditures 
as  follows:

In  other  words,  with  an  income  $44,060.59  larger  and  an  interest  account  $525.00 
smaller,  they  turn  over  to  the  Sinking  Fund  twenty-one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
eighty-five  dollars  and  tiventy-four  cents  less  than  the  old  Board.  The  weakness  seems 
to  be  that  while  the  income  increased  $44,050.69  that  handsome  sum  was  more  than 
eaten  up  by  the  cost  of  maintenance  being  increased  $51,560.92.

Or  again,  with  an  income  $18,840.51  larger  and  interest  $778.00  smaller  than  that 
of  1906,  the  net  earning  is  thirty-seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-three  dollars 
and  twenty- four  cents  less  than  the  old  Board.  And  here  again,  with  the  total  receipts 
somewhat  less  than  for  the  previous  year  the  cost  of  maintenance  is  slightly  more. 
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1909 

This  same  preliminary  report  forecasts  for  next  year  an  increased  cost  of  main- 
tenance of  $25,844.00  over  that  of  the  present  year.  That  being  true,  and  assuming 
that  the  receipts  will  be  the  same,  the  net  earning  for  1909  will  be  only  nine  hundred 
and  eight  dollars,  while  the  cost  of  maintenance  will  go  up  to  $200,745.00  against  the  old 
Board's  $123,335.25.  That  is  to  say,  the  cost  of  maintenance  will  have  increased  in 
three  years  $77,409.75. 

Good  business  management  always  keeps  down  expenses.  Good  business  is  deter- 
mined by  the  percentage  of  its  total  receipts  which  it  can  turn  over  to  profit. 

In  1906  the  old  Board  turned  over  in  profits  $63,985.24  or  .25%  of  its  total  receipts 
In  1907  the  new  Board  turned  over  in  profits  $42,000.00or  .14^%  of  its  total  receipts- 
In  1908  the  new  Board  turned  over  in  profits  $26,752.00  or  .09^^%  of  its  total  receipts- 
In  1909  the  new  Board  is  likely  to  turn  over  in  profits  $908.00  or  one  third  of  one 
per  cent,  of  its  total  receipts. 

Every  unnecessary  dollar  that  goes  to  the  expense  account  takes  a  dollar  from 
the  city's  funds.  If,  therefore,  this  friendly  comparison  results  in  calling  attention 
to  an  alarming  tendency  to  increase  expenses  it  will  have  accomplished  all  that  is  in- 
tended.

Now  we  have  a  "noise  investigating" 
committee  at  the  City  Hall.  The  peti- 
tioners ask  for  a  closer  supervision  by  the 
city  of  noises  made  by  electric  cars,  milk 
teams,  bells,  automobile  sirens,  etc.,  affirm- 
ing that  their  sleep  was  disturbed  and  the 
health  of  many  injured  by  this  variety  of 
noises.

SI  Pearl  Street 
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The  No-Liccnsc  Vote. 

The  decision  of  the  voters  for  a  second 
year  of  No-License  was  a  surprise  to  the 
"No"  people  by  reason  of  tlie  small  ma- 
jority in  comparison  with  that  of  one 
year  ago.  It  was  generally  expected  that 
the  majority  of  about  1700  one  year  ago 
would  be  exceeded,  the  more  ardent  "no" 
voters  claiming  3000  majority,  while  the 
decision  of  the  voters  was  502  for  No- 
License.  On  the  surface  it  looks  as  if  the 
"No"  people  did  the  most  work  during 
the  campaign  and  they  now  believe  that 
they  will  be  stronger  at  the  next  election 
by  reason  of  what  they  believe  to  be  "a 
settled  policy"  of  No-License.  There  is  a 
decided  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the 
wisdom  of  a  yes  or  no  vote  for  a  city  the 
size  of  Lynn.  Many  people  settle  the 
question  on  the  principle  of  clean  streets, 
no  open  saloons  and  a  two-thirds  reduction 
in  the  arrests  for  drunkenness.  This  is 
enough  to  dispose  of  the  question  in  the 
minds  of  most  of  the  voters.  They  do  not 
look  beyond  this  phase  of  the  question.  It 
looks  as  if  the  open  saloon  was  doomed,  for 
a  time  at  least,  not  only  in  this  vicinity, 
but  in  many  sections  of  the  country.  The 
general  uprising  against  the  saloon  may 
be  only  a  transitory  feature  in  politics,  but 
it  looks  to  be  settled  in  many  parts  of 
the  country.  There  are  many  weaknesses 
about  the  law  of  "no-license,"  especially 
where  it  is  made  a  foot-ball  by  the  poli- 
ticians, and  they  make  it  a  question  for 
towns  and  cities  to  decide  rather  than  the 
State.  This  results  in  license  centers  being 
made  depositories  for  drunks  within  a 
given  radius.  As  for  instance,  Salem  will 
be  the  drinking  place  for  this  section  of 
Essex  County  after  the  first  of  May.  This 
is  an  outrage  on  Salem,  but  they  have  the 
legislature  to  thank  for  it  for  having  the 
"No- License"  question  settled  by  each 
city,  rather  than  make  it  a  State  question, 
which  it  should  be  by  every  rule  of  rea.son 
and  right.

Mrs.  Alice  Peloubet  Norton,  assistant 
professor  of  household  administration  in 
the  University  of  Chicago,  suggested  to 
the  Illinois  club-women  in  session  in  East 
St.  Louis,  that  the  time  is  coming  when 
household  work  will  be  done  by  business 
firms  organizetl  for  that  purpose.  The 
hope  she  held  out  for  the  solution  of  the 
servant  girl  problem  was  voiced  in  the 
opinion  that  companies  would  be  formed 
to  furnish  trained  persons  to  do  all  the 
different  branches  of  housework  for  long 
or  short  periotls  and  do  the  work  on  busi- 
ness principles.  She  said  she  thought 
such  companies  would  go  far  toward 
solving  the  problem.  The  club- women 
heard  her  with  apparent  approbation.

The  ]Hiinicipal   Election. 

The  election  of  Alderman  Rich  as 
Mayor  was  one  of  those  turnovers  that 
could  not  well  be  anticipated.  While  it 
was  evident  that  the  voters  had  turned 
against  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  they 
had  so  largely  supported  that  organization 
inthe  past  that  it  was  not  generally  believed 
there  would  be  such  an  overturn  so  largely 
due  to  the  methods  of  this  city  department. 
The  Board  of  Public  Works  has  not  made 
good.  It  has  been  trouble  and  turmoil 
from  its  inception.  Mayor  Porter  was  one 
of  the  victims,  largely  by  reason  of  the 
Commission  he  appointed  to  investigate 
the  body.  Mayor  Eastham  had  the  right 
idea  regarding  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
although  the  public  held  a  contrary  opin- 
ion at  the  time.  It  would  now  appear, 
however,  that  the  voters  agree  with  Ex- 
Mayor  Eastham.  Mayor  Porter  did  not 
develop  many  enemies,  therefore  he  did 
not  create  political  strength,  and  he  goes 
into  history  as  a  one-term  executive.  All 
in  all  he  deserved  better  treatment,  be- 
cause the  voters  have  not  brought  any 
more  ability  to  the  office  of  Mayor.  Mr. 
Rich  has  not  had  the  business  experience 
possessed  by  Mayor  Porter  and  \^'ith  a 
contrary  city  council  he  cannot  hope  to 
do  mucli.  During  his  political  career  Mr. 
Rich  has  been  an  obstructor,  for  which 
career  it  does  not  require  much  capacity. 
To  build  up  and  make  new  is  a  more  im- 
portant matter,  and  we  shall  see  what 
Mr.  Rich  is  capable  of  doing  in  this  direc- 
tion. Certainly,  Lynn's  interest  at  the 
State  House,  with  a  Democratic  Mayor, 
won't  be  much  benefitted,  from  a  political 
standpoint.

Central  Square  should  be  wooden  paved 
immediately  between  the  Fuller  and  Ber- 
gengren  blocks,  because  the  thoroughfare 
is  used  for  sidewalk  purposes  by  thousands 
of  people  daily. 


A  correspondent  asked  through  the 
Item  that  the  Mayor  give  the  tax  payers 
the  amount  of  the  net  debt  Is  this  corres- 
pondent looking  for  a  case  of  heart  disease? 
The  way  the  city's  debt  is  piling  up  is  a 
caution. 


The  suggestion  of  Mayor  Rich  that  all 
above  $18  of  the  tax  levy  be  paid  by  the 
poll  tax  payers  is  decidedly  visionary  and 
out  of  reason.  The  Massachusetts  legis- 
lature would  hardly  give  Lynn  a  special 
law  to  carry  out  such  an  idea. 


John  D  is  quoted  as  saying  if  he  was 
forty  years  younger  he  would  like  to  get 
into  business  again.  He  might  like  it,  but 
how  about  the  rest  of  us  poor  devils?  — 
Boston  News  Bureau. 


The  reduction  in  the  size  of  the  school 
committee  does  not  appear  to  be  popular 
in  Lynn  and  Salem.  President  Eliot  of 
Harvard  states  that  the  most  practical 
and  best  working  school  board  consists  of 
five  members,  but  the  school  committee  in 
Lynn  and  Salem  thinks  otherwise. 


Governor  Draper  makes  a  strong  appeal 
for  economy  in  the  management  of  state 
affairs.  The  new  governor  brings  a  busi- 
ness judgment  to  his  position  which  should 
be  of  great  value  to  the  state,  which  has 
been  running  somewhat  riotously  in  the 
matter  of  expense,  the  same  as  most  cities 
in  the  Commonwealth.  There  is  need  of 
strong  hands,  financially,  to  guide  them. 


Some  day,  if  the  city  does  not  secure 
control  of  the  area,  it  will  be  regretted 
that  Hill's  field  was  not  secured  for  West 
Lynn  playgrounds.  In  the  not  distant 
future  West  Lynn  will  be  very  congested, 
and  it  would  be  most  desirable  from  a 
health  standpoint  if  Hill's  field  was  made 
a  permanent  playground,  although  some 
people  think  that  the  Little  River  play- 
ground will  fill  the  bill  for  this  section  of 
the  city. 

The  women  interested  in  the  proposed 
new  club  house,  in  this  city,  do  not  appear 
at  all  discouraged  from  the  fact  that  the 
women's  club  house  in  Boston  will  have 
to  be  sold  on  account  of  being  a  poor  in- 
vestment. Those  back  of  the  Lynn  club 
house  movement  state  that  it  has  a  more 
hearty  co-operation  from  the  several  clubs 
in  this  city  than  did  that  in  Boston,  and  on 
that  account  is  likely  to  be  a  financial 
success. 


Froni  recent  reports  it  would  seem  to 
be  a  good  idea  for  the  city  to  close  up  some 
of  its  accounts  of  long  standing  before  mak- 
ing appropriations  for  the  year.  In  fact, 
the  finance  committee  is  to  have  a  complete 
list  of  the  city  bills  before  making  appro- 
priations for  the  year,  if  it  is  possible  for 
the  mayor  to  have  his  way.  With  the 
new  improvements  already  planned  for 
and  started,  notably  that  of  the  harbor, 
this  plan  is  unquestionably  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  city.

and  extra  janitor  service  for  the  portable 
school  houses,  the  janitors'  schediile  alone 
showing  an  increase  of  $803.24.  The 
present  method  of  school  telephones, 
while  having  many  points  of  advantage, 
has  been  found  quite  expensive  on  account 
of  the  large  number  of  private  calls  not 
having  to  do  with  school  work,  and  the 
committee  will  be  called  upon  at  the  ex- 
piration of  the  contract  in  April  to  con- 
sider whether  or  not  it  is  advisable  to 
continue  in  the  present  system.  The 
school  department  wants  $340,000  this 
year.

mayor  Rich's  Reconiuieudations 

Mayor  Rich  has  cut  out  a  good  pace 
for  himself  in  the  city  council  in  his  inau- 
giu"al  recommendations.  He  recommends 
that  the  duties  of  Auditor  be  enlarged; 
that  a  rebate  of  two  per  cent,  be  allowed 
for  the  payment  of  taxes  before  October  1 ; 
that  after  the  tax  rate  reaches  S18  or  over 
a  proportion  of  the  increase  be  added  to 
the  poll  tax;  that  all  department  heads 
report  to  the  Mayor  once  each  month; 
that  an  extension  be  made  to  the  Essex 
street  side  of  the  City  Hall ;  that  a  depart- 
ment of  pubhc  buildings  be  established; 
that  Classical  High  School  and  West  LjTm 
school  bmldings  be  erected,  together  with 
new  pohce  and  fire  station  without  delay ; 
that  acres  of  land  near  the  Lynn  City 
Home  be  cut  up  into  lots  and  sold;  that 
part  of  Lyon  Common  be  taken  for  a  play- 
ground, and  another  be  constructed  on 
the  vacant  school  land  on  Washington 
street;  that  the  city  council  cooperate 
with  board  of  trade  in  development  of 
Lynn  harbor;  that  a  lump  sum  be  set 
aside  for  street  and  sidewalk  improve- 
ments; and  that  sidewalks  be  constructed 
near  large  manufacturing  plants;  that 
the  Children's  Home  buildmg  be  converted 
into  a  structure  to  care  for  tuberculosis 
patients;  that  increased  storage  capacity 
is  necessary,  rather  than  filtration;  that 
a  stated  sum  be  set  aside  for  the  main- 
tenance accounts  of  the  water  depart- 
ment ;  that  there  be  a  gradual  increase  in 
the  force  of  permanent  firemen,  fire  limits 
extended,  and  slate  roofs  required  on 
houses  occupied  by  three  or  four  families; 
that  a  new  high  pressure  water  main  be 
laid,  and  a  fire  water  tower  and  reservoir 
be  considered;  that  the  legislature  be 
asked  to  abolish  the  board  of  public  works 
and  allow  the  city  coimcil  to  establish  a 
board  consisting  of  the  Mayor,  Super- 
intendent of  Streets  and  Sewers,  City 
Treasurer,  City  Engineer,  Inspector  of 
Buildings  and  City  Electrician,  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  Board;  that  the 
city  council  take  up  the  inquiry-  into 
government  by  commission;  that  the 
Mayor  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  com- 
mission of  five  to  investigate  the  financial 
condition  of  the  city;  that  with  the  oc- 
cupation of  the  new  court  house,  the 
offices  at  the  police  station  be  changed, 
the  ward  room  estabUshed  upstairs,  and 
the  old  room  used  for  the  offices  of  the 
Deputy  Chief  and  Captain.

Harlan  S.  Cummings,  ex-Mayor  Porter's 
license  commissioner,  won't  be  very  busy 
this  year,  and  the  no-license  people  think 
he  won't  have  much  to  do  for  several 
years  to  come.  However  this  may  be  it 
is  certain  that  ex-Mayor  Porter  appointed 
a  man  every  way  informed  and  with  broad 
and  liberal  views.  Much  attention  has 
been  attracted  to  the  work  of  the  hcense 
commission  in  the  cities  of  Massachusetts, 
and  not  a  few  of  the  commissioners  have 
been  under  serious  fire  during  the  past 
few  years.

The  heart-rending  story  of  the  Italian 
earthquake  brings  the  whole  world  up 
against  a  relief  problem  of  a  magnitude 
never  before  presented.  The  problem  is 
compUcated  by  the  temperament  of 
Southern  Italy.  There  will  not  be  present 
here  the  business  efficiency  and  untiring 
energy  by  which  the  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco organized  their  own  relief  forces, 
and  tided  over  their  great  crisis.  One 
may  well  imagine  that  the  survivors  of 
the  horror  will  work  for  a  time  with  fever- 
ish strength,  but  that  inevitably  the 
languid  Southern  temperament  will  assert 
itself  and  that  most  of  the  effective  work 
of  relief  will  have  to  be  organized  from 
outside  the  stricken  district.  In  spite  of 
the  fertility  of  these  lands,  grinding  taxa- 
tion has  made  the  people  poor  and  the 
money  and  supphes  must  come  mostly 
from  outside.  It  is  pleasant  to  note  that 
the  United  States  leads  the  world  in  prompt 
measures  of  relief,  and  has  help  on  the  way 
before  the  more  phlegmatic  nations  of 
Europe  are  fully  alive  to  the  emergency. 
Congress,  in  appropriating  $800,000,  act- 
ed on  no  narrow  theory  of  local  Umitations, 
but  recognized  our  obligations  toward  the 
brotherhood  of  man  the  world  around. 
As  a  problem  relating  to  the  moral  govern- 
ment of  the  world  and  as  to  the  necessity 
of  so  much  human  suffering,  the  catas- 
trophe is  appalUng,  but  not  more  so  than 
the  fact  that  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
people  annually  suffer  from  disease  and 
die  in  their  beds  within  the  United  States 
alone.  —  Greenfield  Gazette.

Tile  Classical  Higli  School 

The  new  city  government  should  fully 
realize  the  fact  that  the  proposed  locating 
of  the  Classical  High  School  building  on 
North  Common  street  is  a  mistake,  on 
account  of  the  noise  and  traffic  existing 
in  that  neighborhood.  The  lot  is  not  a 
desirable  one  from  many  points  of  view, 
and  if  the  building  is  located  there,  agita- 
tion will  commence  for  removing  the 
buildings  and  buying  the  land  between 
the  new  building  and  the  PubUc  Library, 
which  will  make  it  a  most  expensive  lot, 
undesirably  located.  The  noise  from 
street  cars  in  this  vicinity  is  very  serious 
when  the  Classical  High  School  building 
is  under  consideration,  and  should  be 
taken  into  account.  If  there  are  members 
of  the  city  government  who  want  to  reaUze 
to  the  fullest  extent  the  objections  re- 
ferred to,  they  should  endeavor  to  hsten 
to  a  sermon  in  either  the  St.  Stephen's, 
Vine  Street  Congregational  or  Unitarian 
churches.  If  they  do  not  at  once  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  a  wrong  lo- 
cation for  the  Classical  High  School  build- 
ing, in  a  business  and  traffic  center,  we 
will  gladly  withdraw  our  argument 
against  locating  the  proposed  building  on 
North  Common  street.  As  years  go  on, 
the  Common  is  bound  to  be  a  traffic  center, 
virtually  connecting  two  cities,  West 
Lynn  with  25,000  population  and  Lyim 
proper.  The  Common  cannot  be  other- 
wise than  a  centre  for  business,  and  the 
city  should  accept  its  loss,  cash  up,  and 
forever  remove  the  idea  of  locating  a 
Classical  High  School  building  on  the 
proposed  lot.

"Ideal  marriag;e  is  ■nathout  doubt  the 
most  desirable  object  to  be  attained  in 
human  life,"  says  Mrs  Elizabeth  B. 
Grannis,  president  of  the  National  Chris- 
tian League  for  Promotion  of  Purity,  in  a 
recent  article.  Continuing,  she  says  in 
part:  "It  concerns  the  vital  interests 
of  every  human  being,  notwithstanding 
every  person  may  not  be  fitted  for  wed- 
lock. We  reahze  there  are  exceptions, 
and  that  there  are  persons  who  will  render 
better  service  unmarried,  while  all  people 
will  render  better  service  if  even  fairly 
well  mated. 

"It  is  better,  according  to  a  majority 
of  high  authorities,  that  most  people  should 
marry,  if  they  are  only  fairly  well  mated, 
than  to  attempt  to  live  a  life  of  celibacy. 
It  is  far  better  to  remain  forever  unmar- 
ried than  to  be  absolutely  mismated. 
Few  people,  comparatively,  have  a  full 
sense  of  their  personal  obligation  to  in- 
fluence on  the  side  of  sacredness  and  value 
of  scientific  and  spiritual  marriage. 

"What  intelligent  man  or  woman  en- 
joying the  successful  and  harmonious 
relationship  of  husband,  wife  or  parent, 
would  exchange  his  or  her  position  for 
the  achievement  of  any  other  laudable 
ambition? 

"Subjugation  of  women  in  its  varied 
aspects  is  the  most  fruitful  cause  of  un- 
successful and  unsatisfactory  marriages 
to  both  husbands  and  wives.  Women 
have  proved  their  interest  and  ability  in 
monetary  affairs  and  in  agricultural  and 
manufacturing  pursuits.  Individual  wo- 
men have  illustrated  equal  ability  with 
men  as  railroad,  lumber  and  mining  pro- 
moters, and  we  all  know  their  record  in 
the  professions. 

"Speakers  and  writers  in  this  and 
foreign  countries  frequently  allude  to  the 
fact  that  the  United  States  grants  more 
divorces  than  any  other  civiUzed  country 
except  Japan.

"Most  of  the  legal  causes  for  divorce  in 
our  states  are  just,  and  prove  a  higher 
degree  of  civilization  than  to  compel 
wedded  people  to  continue  family  relations 
when  utterly  unfit  conditions  exist  be- 
tween husband  and  wife.  The  causes  of 
divorce  should  be  removed.  Children 
and  all  people  should  attain  self-control 
by  being  trained  for  the  privileges  and 
responsibiUties  of  marriage  and  parent- 
hood."

can  be  early  commenced  on  clearing  the 
ground  for  the  building.  The  women's 
clubs  of  the  city  are  unanimous  in  their 
desire  for  a  club  home  of  their  own,  and 
have  subscribed  generously  to  strengthen 
the  corporation  treasury.  The  club  wo- 
men of  Lynn  are  to  be  congratulated  upon 
their  progressiveness,  and  the  only  ob- 
jection raised  is  against  the  site  upon 
which  the  building  is  to  be  erected.  The 
flat-wheeled  electric  cars  make  up  time  as 
they  run  along  Broad  Street,  having  a 
clear  road,  and  the  noise  from  them  would 
be  very  annoying  if  a  lecture  or  other 
entertainment  was  in  progress.  The 
proper  place  for  a  club  house,  in  our  hum- 
ble opinion,  is  where  more  quiet  reigns, 
away  from  the  traffic  and  noise  of  street 
cars,  and  tliis  can  in  nowise  be  said  of  the 
proposed  location  of  the  women's  club 
house.  With  the  lecture  hall  on  the 
lower  floor  the  street  noises  will  be  all  the 
more  in  evidence. 


College  preparation  secured  at  the 
Lynn  High  School  has  frequently  been  a 
topic  of  pleasant  comment.  When  it  is 
considered  that  the  Lynn  High  School, 
during  the  past  twenty-five  years,  has 
sent  out  men  who  are  president  of  Brown 
University,  dean  of  Harvard  College,  and 
a  professor  at  Harvard,  it  would  seem  to 
be  a  good  recommendation  for  the  work 
done  by  the  school.

C.  W.  Sturte- 
vant,  of  New  York,  is  supervising  the 
work  and  is  being  assisted  by  two  engi- 
neers taken  from  the  New  York  State 
barge  canal.  Last  month  Sterling  J. 
Joyner  with  his  assistant  engineers  fin- 
ished the  work  of  surveying  necessary 
before  the  boring  is  commenced.  It  now 
really  looks  as  if  Lynn  was  to  have  a  har- 
bor worthy  of  the  name  and  one  which 
will  greatly  improve  the  city  both  in 
looks  and  in  a  financial  wav. 


I>o  It  Right,  or  1>o  IVothing. 

This  should  be  Lynn's  motto  in  con- 
nection with  the  railroad  grade  separation. 

There  is  only  one  CORRECT  way  to 
do  it  —  DEPRESSION. 

All  the  other  plans  are  makeshifts  and 
subertfuges. 

Expensive!  you  say?  Surely!  Most 
everything  that  is  worth  anything  costs 
money. 

The  experience  of  the  world  is  favorable 
to  depression,  and  if  Lynn  agrees  to  any- 
thing different  the  city  should  receive 
censure. 

Better  for  Lynn  to  pay  $500,000  above 
its  legal  share  in  the  work,  and  have  it 
done  correctly,  than  to  stand  for  a  party 
wall  through  Lynn's  busy  industrial 
centre. 

It  would  be  a  terrible  error! 

Think  it  over  at  City  Hall. 


The  city  went  to  great  expense  provid- 
ing granolithic  sidewalks  on  Franklin 
street,  but  at  one  time  last  month  there 
was  not  much  evidence  in  tliis  direction, 
tlie  authorities  allowing  deep  snow  to 
cover  the  walks  nearly  the  entire  lengtli 
of  the  street  between  the  Common  and 
Laighton  street  without  obliging  the 
abuttors  to  give  the  public  relief.  It  is 
pretty  poor  policy  for  the  city  to  con- 
struct such  sidewalks  and  not  give  the 
public  the  benefit  of  them  at  the  time  of 
year  when  such  ser\'ice  is  the  most  de- 
sirable. Street  and  sidewalk  work  in 
Lynn  is  at  a  \ery  low  ebb  in  point  of 
efficiency. 


The  city  officials  do  not  agree  with  the 
State  Board  of  Education  in  their  report 
showing  the  amount  spent  for  running 
the  gchools  last  year.  The  State  Board 
put  the  amount  spent  for  each  pupil  as 
S28.59,  and  the  school  department  say 
that  it  averaged  $36.13  for  every  scholar. 
However  this  may  be,  the  sum  called  for 
this  year  is  $339,000,  and  this  amount,  so 
the  school  department  reports,  is  figured 
on  actual  wants  after  the  expenses  have 
been  cut  in  every  possible  way  without 
impairing  the  work  of  the  schools.  The 
claim  is  made  by  the  school  board  that 
Lynn  has  a  reputation  for  having  schools 
of  the  highest  efficiency  run  with  the 
least  expense,  whicli  she  must  maintain, 
with  the  best  i)ossible  facilities  for  a  good 
education.

Fohtical  influence  and  discrimination 
in  the  hiring  of  men  are  charged  by  Mayor 
Rich  to  the  board  of  public  works,  and  he 
has  called  for  a  complete  list  of  the  men 
hired  and  discharged  since  January  1, 
and  Mill  investigate  the  department. 
The  Mayor  has  visited  several  places 
where  men  were  at  work  and  in  one  in- 
stance found  three  foremen  to  six  laborers. 
Other  cases  cited  are  the  hiring  of  team- 
sters when  there  is  httle  or  no  teaming  to 
be  done,  and  laying  off  men  who  have  had 
long  years  of  experience  on  certain  street 
work' and  putting  men  on  the  payroll  as 
foremen  who  have  had  no  expenence  in 
this  hne  of  work  whatsoever.  When  cer- 
tain men  are  required  to  perform  special 
work  the  ci'"il  service  commissioners  are 
applied  to  and  permits  are  issued  to  men 
for  a  certain  length  of  time,  but  it  is 
alleged  by  ]\Iayor  Rich  that  some  of  these 
men  have  been  known  to  keep  their  jobs 
for  a  year  or  more,  when  their  ser\'ices 
were  required  for  only  a  short  time. 
These  and  many  other  instances  have 
come  to  the  attention  of  the  Mayor  and 
it  is  his  pvn-pose  to  carrj^  on  his  investiga- 
tions until  in  his  opinion  fair  dealings  are 
secured  in  the  matter  of  hiring  and  dis- 
charging men  in  this  department.

It  is  reported  that  the  city  council  will 
soon  take  up  the  matter  of  widening, 
straightening  and  changing  the  grade  of 
Lynnfield  street.

The  question  has  not  yet  been  satis- 
factorily answered  why  the  steamship 
Repitblic  was  not  beached  off  Nantucket 
when  there  was  twenty-four  hours  to  reach 
that  point.

The  Irrepressible  Water  i^uestion. 

Another  phase  of  the  water  question 
now  comes  before  the  public  in  the  move 
to  prevent  Lynn  from  taking  water  from 
Ipswich  River.  About  eight  years  ago 
the  legislature  gave  Lynn  permission  to 
go  to  Ipswich  River  for  water,  and  at  that 
time  it  was  the  intention  of  the  water 
board  then  in  power,  to  extend  its  pipes 
to  Middleton  and  there  erect  a  pumping 
station  to  draw  about  10,000,000  gallons 
of  water  per  day  from  Ipswich  River  for 
storage  purposes,  keeping  it  for  diy  times 
and  when  it  could  be  taken  from  the 
river  with  impunity.  The  abandonment 
of  the  Saugus  River  supply  was  then  be- 
ing considered.  No  time  limit  was  set, 
however,  in  which  the  city  should  act 
upon  the  Ipswich  River  matter,  and  so 
nothing  has  ever  been  done  except  to 
draw  up  plans  and  survey  the  river.  Now 
the  owners  of  the  paper  mills  on  the  banks 
of  the  Ipswich  come  forward  and  ask  that 
the  city  take  the  water  now  or  have  the 
right  taken  away,  as  prospective  pur- 
chasers of  the  plant  are  afraid  that  if  the 
city  is  allowed  to  come  in  at  any  time 
and  take  a  large  amount  of  water  daily 
that  it  would  interfere  materially  with 
their  business.  If  the  Saugus  River 
water  should  be  abandoned  and  the 
Ipswich  River  drawn  from,  the  State  Board 
of  Health  would  insist  upon  filtration  just 
the  same,  as  the  Ipswich  water  is  colored. 
Between  fighting  the  filtration  plan  and 
the  taking  away  of  the  right  to  get  water 
from  the  Ipswich,  on  the  ground  that 
opportunity  should  always  be  within 
reach  of  a  large  and  growing  city  to  se- 
cure new  supply  sources  at  any  time,  it 
looks  as  if  Lynn  would  have  its  hands  full 
at  the  next  legislature.

Last  year  316  building  permits  were 
issued  by  Budding  Inspector  Bayrd,  302 
being  of  wood,  7  of  brick,  o  of  iron,  and 
2  of  concrete  brick,  the  estimated  cost  of 
which  was  a  httle  over  $1,100,000.  This 
was  less  than  the  amount  of  building  in 
1907,  but  the  decrease  was  due  for  the 
most  part  to  the  business  tlepression  which 
reached  all  over  the  country.  During 
last  year,  38  buildings  were  condemned 
and  31  torn  down.  .At  the  end  of  190S 
there  were  in  Lynn  16,003  wootlen  build- 
ings, 12,300  of  which  w^ere  dwellings,  456 
of  brick,  iron  and  concrete  construction. 
Already  this  year  many  permits  have  been 
granted  by  Mr.  Bayrd,  and  according  to 
indications  there  will  be  $2,000,000^ ex- 
pended for  new  buildings  during  1909. 
Many  improvements  are  planned  for 
Market  and  adjoining  streets,  where 
brick  and  iron  buildings  will  take  the 
place  of  wooden  ones  now  standing,  and 
work  is  under  way  on  new  blocks  in  all 
sections  of  the  city. 


As  Congress  doesn't  seem  inclined  to 
raise  the  wreck  of  the  Maine,  it  would  be  a 
delicate  compliment  for  Cuba  to  do  the  job 
and  present  us  with  the  remains.

Tlie  Fire  Uepartmeut. 

Chief  Harris,  in  his  annual  report, 
makes  several  recommendations  worthy 
of  note,  among  which  are  the  following: 
The  erection  of  a  reservoir  at  a  higher 
elevation  than  the  present  one  thereby 
securing  a  higher  pressure  in  the  mains, 
thus  doing  away  with  the  use  of  engines, 
and  the  purchase  of  a  water  tower;  a  drill 
tower  for  the  Broad  street  station;  an 
automobile  auxiliary  squad  at  the  Frank- 
lin street  station  to  answer  every  alarm, 
as  in  Worcester;  extension  of  the  fire 
limits  so  as  to  embrace  districts  where 
there  is  great  danger  of  a  serious  fire;  the 
prohibition  of  shingled  roofs  within  cer- 
tain distances  of  the  fire  zone.  He  also 
renews  his  recommendation  for  the  crea- 
tion of  a  new  engine  company  in  West 
Lynn,  and  advises  the  increase  in  per- 
manent men  attached  to  down-town 
companies,  so  as  to  do  away  with  call  men. 
Chief  Harris  states  that  the  headquarters 
on  Broad  street  should  be  remodelled  and 
the  Federal  street  station  needs  extensive 
repairs.  The  report  as  to  fires  reads  as 
follows:  "During  the  past  year,  822 
alarms  were  sounded  and  the  property 
loss  reached  $177,168,  the  most  serious 
fire  of  the  year  being  that  which  destroyed 
a  part  of  the  J.  B.  Blood  Co.'s  store,  caus- 
ing a  loss  of  $84,1 10.  The  number  of  bell 
alarms  exceeded  the  record  of  any  previ- 
ous year."

To  the  City  Council:  Do  not 
locate  the  new  Classical  High  School 
Building  on  North  Common  Street. 
Location  of  building  is  more  im- 
portant than  style  of  construction. 
Get  a  proper  location  before  plans 
are  adopted.  The  Board  of  Public 
Works  is  against  the  suggested 
North  Common  Street  site.  It  is  in 
every  way  undesiiable,  because 
quietness  is  one  of  the  first  consider- 
ations in  locating  such  a  school 
building.  Make  a  proper  start,  or 
the  building  will  be  a  failure. 


The  owners  of  wharf  property  will  be 
much  gratified  by  the  law  which  is  to  go 
into  effect  within  a  few  weeks  for  the  pro- 
hibition of  torching  for  herring  in  Lynn 
harbor.  The  act  is  as  follows:  "It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  display 
torches  or  other  light  designed  or  used  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  herring  or  other  fish 
in  Lynn  harbor  and  the  vicinity,  or  in 
Saugus  river  or  Pines  river,  so-called,  or 
any  tributary  thereof.  Whoever  violates 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  for  the 
first  offence,'  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less 
than  six  nor  more  than  twelve  months, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment, 
and  for  a  second  offence  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment."

But  a 
few  years  since  the  existence  of  such  a 
festival  was  held  to  be  a  proof  that  it  was 
established  in  the  early  Christian  Church 
to  celebrate  the  physical  resurrection  of 
Jesus ;  but  now  we  know  that  the  festival 
is  not  only  of  local  origin,  but  goes  back 
in  time  to  generations  born  outside  of 
Judea,  many  years  before  the  birth  of 
Christianity.  In  this  fact  again  we  get 
a  hint  of  the  universality  of  the  hope,  the 
trust,  and  the  gladness  of  which  the  Easter 
festival  is  both  proof  and  symbol.

The  Contagious  Hospital  Investigation. 

There  has  been  much  talk  and  specu- 
lation regarding  the  Board  of  Health  Con- 
tagious Hospital  Hearing.  The  general 
opinion  appears  to  be  that  the  reforms 
should  have  been  carried  out  without  so 
much  bluster  and  noise.  There  is  a  large 
element  in  the  community  which  grows 
fat  upon  agitation  directed  toward  a 
public  institution.  Everything  which 
weakens  confidence  in  the  worth  of  a  pub- 
lic institution  is  decidedly  detrimental  to 
the  general  welfare.  Scores  of  people 
refuse  to  go  to  a  hospital  or  similar  in- 
stitution for  treatment  because  they  are 
fearful  of  conseqiiences.  They  appear  to 
be  possessed  of  fear,  and  when  it  is  reported 
to  the  public  that  the  Lynn  Contagious 
Hospital  does  not  have  the  benefit  of  a 
night  nurse  and  instant  communication 
with  attendants,  that  does  a  gieat  deal 
toward  weakening  confidence  in  the  worth 
of  the  institution.  The  easiest  and  quiet- 
est way  is  the  best  in  matters  of  this  kind, 
and  had  the  woman  who  has  figured  so 
prominently  as  the  complainant  in  this 
case,  been  eager  to  effect  a  reform  without 
appealing  to  the  galleries,  she  would  have 
emerged  from  the  conflict  with  greater 
credit  to  herself.  Agitation  is  a  good 
thing,  but  the  weight  of  evidence  was  in 
favor  of  the  board  of  health.  While 
there  might  have  been  some  call  for 
criticism,  this  is  probably  true  of  every 
city  department,  but  the  mass  of  testi- 
mony produced  indicated  great  satis- 
faction of  patients  with  the  Contagious 
Hospital  service.

The  Harbor  Development. 

A  bill  is  now  before  the  Legislature, 
asking  that  the  state  turn  over  to  Lynn 
the  title  to  some  300  acres  of  mud  flats 
skirting  the  harbor,  for  development  pur- 
poses, and  Mayor  Rich  and  a  number  of 
Lynn  citizens  were  given  a  hearing  last 
month  in  which  they  made  favorable  im- 
pression upon  the  Harbor  and  Land  Com- 
missioners, and  so  far  interested  them 
that  a  visit  to  Lynn  by  that  body  is  prob- 
able in  the  near  future.  In  order  to  secure 
the  flats  the  city  government  must  raise 
the  money  by  taxation  or  loans  with  which 
to  reclaim  and  improve  the  flats,  and  must 
do  the  work  within  five  years,  and  it  must 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Harbor 
and  Land  Commissioners  The  city  has 
already  appropriated  $10,000  for  the  pre- 
liminary survey,  and  the  work  of  making 
the  necessary  borings  for  this  has  been 
under  way  for  some  time.  Later  in  the 
spring  the  city  will  petition  the  national 
government  for  a  $500,000  appropriation, 
and  if  this  is  obtained  will  feel  that  its 
harbor  development  scheme,  which  will 
add  at  least  $40,000,000  in  taxable  prop- 
erty to  Lynn,  will  be  well  under  way.  In 
order  to  get  the  desired  appropriation 
from  Congress,  Lynn  must  secure  the 
recommendation  from  the  war  office 
through  its  New  England  department, 
the  headquarters  for  which  are  in  Boston. 
Having  got  title  to  the  flats  and  drawn  up 
the  plans,  the  city  will  have  to  convince 
the  war  office  that  these  should  be  given 
its  approval,  and  that  there  is  a  sufficiently 
large  amount  of  business  dependent  on  the 
development  to  justify  a  national  ap- 
propriation. It  is  figured  that  the  re- 
claimed land,  with  all  the  transportation 
facilities  at  hand,  will  give  the  shoe 
manufacturing  business  in  this  city  a 
great  boom. 


It  is  a  good  plan  having  public  protec- 
tion at  the  Central  Square  crossing,  but 
when  the  gale  was  on  March  25  there  was 
not  a  policeman  at  the  crossing  the  latter 
portion  of  the  afternoon.  It  was  then, 
above  all  times,  that  people  wanted  pro- 
tection, and  several  persons  were  nearly 
caught  by  the  passing  trains.  The  querj' 
was  suggested:  was  the  crossing  officer 
afraid  to  do  duty  in  the  rain?

D.  B.  H.  Power,  Central  Sq.,  Lynn 
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Silsbee  Street  to  be  Closed. 

After  many  years  of  disagreement  over 
the  closing  of  Silsbee  Street,  which  has  pre- 
vented the  putting  through  of  grade  separa- 
tion, the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  and 
the  city  of  Lynn  have  come  to  an  agree- 
ment and  a  bill  is  before  the  legislature 
for  the  abolition  of  this  street.  Under  the 
bill  as  filed,  Silsbee  Street  is  to  be  discon- 
tinued, although  it  is  provided  that  in  the 
event  of  a  demand  being  made  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  thoroughfare,  the  city 
has  the  right  to  petition  the  superior 
court  for  the  appointment  of  a  commission 
of  three  to  determine  the  necessity  of  such 
a  new  street,  and  apportion  the  cost 
thereof.  The  act  provides  that  the  city 
and  railroad  agree  to  discontinue  Silsbee 
Street,  across  the  Boston  and  Maine 
tracks,  substituting  therefor  at  present, 
a  public  way  for  foot  passengers,  only, 
under  the  tracks,  and  without  making 
any  new  public  way  suitable  for  travel  of 
teams  and  vehicles.  If  a  new  street  is 
desired  after  Silsbee  Street  is  closed,  the 
city  council  by  so  voting,  after  Jan.  1, 
1914,  and  prior  to  Jan.  1,  1924,  may  peti- 
tion the  court  for  the  laying  out  of  a 
street  to  extend  from  Friend  Street  to 
Union  Street,  between  Silsbee  and  Green 
Street  and  crossing  the  railroad,  but  not 
at  grade.  The  cost  of  locating  and  con- 
structing the  new  public  way  would  be 
paid  for  by  apportionment,  the  railroad 
paying  sixty-five  per  cent,  and  the  city 
thirty-five  per  cent.  This  act  would  not 
be  carried  out  if  the  city  does  not  start  to 
build  a  new  public  way  within  two  years 
after  the  decision  of  the  commissioners.

Oaklandvale  (Saiigus)  farm  milk  is 
growing  in  popularity  in  Lynn  and  vicinity. 
People  who  take  close  view  of  health 
matters  are  great  believers  in  Oaklandvale 
milk,  because  it  comes  only  fi-om  one 
farm,  and  is  scrutinized  to  the  limit.  The 
feed,  the  milking  process,  the  care  and 
distribution  of  the  product,  are  all  so 
supervised  that  there  is  no  chance  taken 
by  the  consumers.

The  New  Court  House. 

It  is  now  expected  that  the  new  court 
house  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the 
first  of  May.  The  building  is  to  be  furn- 
ished by  the  County  Commissioners,  and 
a  rental  is  to  be  paid  by  them.  The 
amount  offered  by  the  County  Commis- 
sioners is  $3000  per  year,  but  as  the  sum 
of  $40,000  has  been  borrowed  for  20  years 
to  erect  the  building  and  $2000  must  be 
paid  into  the  sinking  fund  each  year  to  pay 
the  bonds  when  they  come  due.  Mayor 
Rich  thinks  that  the  commissioners  should 
pay  $3600  rental  in  order  to  meet  the 
obligation.  The  Commissioners  have 
figured  that  the  money  in  the  sinking  fund 
will  be  drawing  interest,  and  that  when 
the  time  comes  the  amount  required  to 
settle  the  debt  will  be  at  hand.  Another 
phase  of  the  question  is  that  Lynn  pays 
one-quarter  of  the  taxes  of  the  county,  and 
must  meet  one-quarter  of  the  rental  and 
expenses  paid  out  in  conducting  other  court 
houses  in  Essex  County,  and  as  Haver- 
hill, Salem,  Newburyport  and  other  cities 
are  clamoring  for  new  coin-t  buildings, 
should  the  sum  be  higher,  it  is  pointed  out, 
a  precedent  will  be  establsihed,  and  in  the 
end  Lynn  would  pay  far  more  than  the 
difference  between  the  sum  offered  by  the 
commissioners  and  that  asked  by  the  city.

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Again,  Tlie  Water  Question. 

Five  plans  are  offered  by  the  water 
board,  by  which  to  increase  the  pressure 
in  the  water  mains  to  provide  sufficient 
force  to  facihtate  the  work  of  the  fire 
department  in  case  of  a  large  fire.  The 
cost  of  the  five  plans  ranges  from  S60,000 
to  $600,000,  and  all  of  the  plans  seem 
feasible,  but  the  main  point  is  to  get  the 
best  results  at  the  least  expense  to  the  city. 
The  first  plan  is  the  taking  of  salt  water 
from  the  harbor,  having  a  pumping 
station  erected,  thereby  allowing  an  un- 
limited supply  of  water  in  case  of  fire. 
Special  pipes  would  be  required  and  only 
the  business  section  could  be  reached  at 
the  present  time.  Many  business  men 
and  .members  of  the  city  council  are  said 
to  be  in  favor  of  this  method  of  providing 
water  for  fire  service.  The  entire  cost  of 
this  plan  would  be  for  the  laying  of  mains 
and  maintenance,  no  reservoir  or  storage 
basin  being  necessary.  Plan  number  two 
is  to  lay  a  new  30-inch  main  from  the 
reservoir  on  Pine  Hill  to  the  centre  of  the 
city,  a  distance  of  9000  feet.  The  cost  of 
this  would  be  $60,000,  and  plenty  of  water 
could  be  secured  at  all  times  with  a  50- 
pound  pressure.  This  would  not  be  suffi- 
cient to  do  away  with  fire  engines.  By 
this  plan  much  cement  lined  pipe  would 
have  to  be  removed,  although  the  water 
board  is  pledged  to  replace  these  pipes, 
and  the  cost  of  the  work  would  not  be 
added  to  the  laying  of  the  large  main. 
The  third  plan  calls  for  a  water  tower  on 
High  Rock,  with  a  storage  capacity  of 
8,000,000  gallons,  and  the  laying  of  larger 
mains,  and  making  additions  to  the  pump- 
ing plant  at  Walnut  Street.  The  cost  of 
this  plan  is  estimated  at  around  $210,000. 
A  pressure  of  about  95  pounds  would  be 
secured,  but  it  is  feared  that  a  suitable 
location  could  not  be  secured  for  the 
standpipe.  The  fourth  plan  is  for  a 
standpipe  on  Pine  Hill,  to  be  erected  near 
the  present  tower.  A  capacity  of  about 
8,000,000  gallons  would  be  secured,  and 
the  pressure  in  the  central  part  of  the  city 
would  be  100  pounds.  This  plan  would 
call  for  a  new  main  to  the  center  of  the 
business  district,  antl  the  cost  is  estimated 
at  around  $200,000,  the  cost  of  pumping 
into  this  standpipe  being  much  less  than 
would  one  on  High  Rock,  on  account  of 
the  Walnut  Street  pumping  station  being 
nearer.  The  fifth  plan  would  be  to  buikl 
a  reservoir  on  Bm-rill  Hill,  the  highest 
point  in  Lynn  ^^'oods,  with  a  large  main 
running  to  the  centre  of  the  city.  This 
would  cost  about  $500,000.  The  city 
officials  look  upon  the  last  named  plan  as 
a  favorable   one,   because   a   reservoir  of 


convenient  size  could  be  constructed  to 
act  as  a  storage  basin,  and  in  that  way 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  whole  water 
system.  If  the  new  high  pressure  reser- 
voir were  erected  on  Burrill  Hill,  and  the 
Breed"s  Pond  dam  raised,  enough  water 
could  be  stored  to  insui-e  the  city  against 
a  water  famine  for  many  years  to  come.

It  wj^s  claimed  that  if  such 
a  book  were  published  there  would  be 
found  many  cases  where  assessments  were 
wrong,  and  that  the  city  would  benefit 
through  the  assessors  being  shown  the 
errors,  and  that  it  would  furnish  a  record 
of  the  owners  of  the  property,  its  valuation 
etc.,  of  much  interest.  Only  3000  of  the 
books  have  been  printed  and  there  are 
34,000  tax  payers,  therefore  it  has  been 
suggested  that  a  few  copies  be  placed  in 
the  Public  Libraiy  where  those  who  were 
not  favored  with  it  might  look  it  over. 
With  over  2000  transfers  of  real  estate 
every  year  it  is  pointed  out  that  the  book 
cannot  be  relied  upon  to  show  the  owner 
of  different  parcels  of  land  at  this  time. 
Complaints  up  to  date  have  not  been  very 
numerous,  and  it  is  not  believed  that  the 
record  is  going  to  reap  the  great  benefits 
expected  of  it,  considering  the  large 
expense  of  publication.

A  Commendable  Movement. 

Mayor  Rich  is  to  be  commended  for 
starting  a  campaign  against  tuberculosis. 
A  regular  hospital  of  this  kind  in  Lynn  is 
greatly  to  be  desired  when  it  is  understood 
that  this  city  is  the  worst  manufacturing 
city  in  New  England  in  fostering  this  dis- 
ease. It  has  recently  been  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  board  of  health  that  there 
are  at  present  more  than  1000  cases  of 
tuberculosis  here  and  that  the  annual 
ratio  of  deaths  is  higher  than  one  in  every 
ten  cases.  The  plan  brought  forward  by 
Mayor  Rich  and  the  board  of  health  is  to 
use  the  large  building  on  the  outskirts  of 
the  city  which  was  designed  for  a  children's 
hospital,  but  has  never  been  used,  for  a 
hospital  for  the  most  advanced  cases  of 
the  disease,  which  it  is  estimated  could 
be  run  on  an  appropriation  of  $50,000 
and  will  hold  from  40  to  50  patients. 
And  for  those  who  are  only  slightly 
affected  a  camp  could  be  established  in 
the  woods  of  Lynn  or  Lynnfield  where 
patients  could  have  a  chance  to  sleep  out 
of  doors,  be  given  the  right  kind  of  nourish- 
ment, light  exercises  and  good  treatment, 
and  in  that  way  helped  to  complete 
recovery.  The  estimated  cost  to  run  the 
camp  would  probably  be  $5  a  week  for 
each  patient.  The  Society  for  Relief  of 
Tuberculosis  have  260  appUcations  for 
treatment  at  present  and  are  totally  un- 
able to  handle  the  large  problem  before 
them,  and  recently  brought  the  state  of 
affairs  to  the  attention  of  Mayor  Rich, 
who  immediately  acted  upon  their  sug- 
gestion. The  problem  of  taking  care  of 
the  victims  of  this  dread  disease  is  made 
doubly  hard  by  the  fact  that  they  are 
nearly  all  from  the  families  of  the  very 
poor  where  the  lack  of  money  is  felt  most 
keenly  and  where  the  necessity  of  keeping 
at  work  is  evident.  Boston,  Cambridge, 
Lowell,  Lawrence,  Gloucester,  Fall  River, 
New  Bedford,  Salem  and  Springfield  have 
taken  steps  to  care  for  tuberculosis 
patients.

Francis  Marion  Crawford  was  easily 
the  most  prolific  and  popular  of  American 
novelists,  although  not  of  the  first  rank. 
He  wrote  nothing  which  did  not  please 
but  of  his  forty  novels  it  is  doubtful  if 
half  a  dozen  will  survive  for  two  decades. 
The  best  of  his  novels  were  Italian  in 
scenario  and  spirit,  but  they  seem  already 
neglected.  It  is  inevitable  that  a  man 
who  turns  out  one  or  two  novels  a  year 
must  suffer  in  reputation,  because  popu- 
larity is  too  apt  to  go  along  with  mediocrity, 
It  would  be  unfair  to  say  that  Crawford's 
are  mediocre,  because  all  had  the  dis- 
tinctive quahty  of  pleasing  narration.  No 
other  modern  writer  has  been  able  to 
maintain  this  quality  on  such  a  high  level. 
It  was  this  that  made  it  possible  for  him 
to  turn  out  books  with  a  rapidity  equaled 
only  by  Anthony  TroUope.

Metropolitan  Water  for  Lynn. 

Ex-Senator  Henry  C.  Attwill  says  Lynn 
should  not  lose  any  time  entering  the 
Metropolitan  water  service.  It  would 
cost  the  city  $85,000  to  enter.  Among 
other  things  Mr.  Attwill  says:  "When 
one  looks  into  the  future,  he  becomes  con- 
Adnced  that  the  Metropolitan  system  is 
not  only  the  best,  but  also  the  cheapest 
plan,  because  once  a  part  of  the  Metro- 
politan system,  the  expense  in  a  great 
measure  becomes  fixed.  The  expense  of 
securing  new  sources  of  supply  for  the 
Metropolitan  district,  distributed  among 
the  communities  composing  it,  if  it  be- 
comes necessary  to  obtain  new  sources  of 
supply  will  be  veiy  small  as  compared 
w\i\\  the  expense  of  new  sources  of  supply 
for  the  Lynn  water  system,  and  the  ad- 
ditions to  its  elaborate  filtration  plan, 
particularly  when  it  is  considered  that  in 
a  few  years  the  additional  expense  must 
be  incurred.  How  any  public  board  in 
view  of  this  situation  can  recommend  to 
the  city  of  Lynn  a  makeshift  policy  of 
this  character  in  preference  to  an  oppor- 
tunity of  obtaining  a  supply  of  pure 
water  is  beyond  my  comprehension.  I 
desire  to  add  that  the  city  is  in  no  peril 
of  a  water  famine,  as  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  488  of  the  acts  of  1895  upon 
application  she  may  become  at  any  time 
a  part  of  the  Metropolitan  system,  and 
by  the  elimination  of  the  polluted  sources 
of  supply  and  the  installation  of  water 
meters,  I  believe  the  necessitj'^  of  entrance 
into  the  Metropolitan  system  or  obtaining 
water  therefrom  could  be  postponed  for 
a  number  of  years.  The  installation  of 
water  meters  reduces  the  consumption 
one-half,  a  result  that  would  seem  in- 
credible, but  for  the  fact  that  it  has  been 
proved  in  those  communities  that  have 
compelled  the  installation  of  water  meters. 
Those  who  have  doubts  as  to  such  results 
may  obtain  ample  proof  thereof  from 
the  office  of  the  Metropolitan  water 
commissioners."

The  board  of  public  works,  on  recom- 
aaendation  of  Superintendent  Doak,  have 
decided  to  use  oil  for  laying  the  dust  on 
certain  streets  the  coming  season  —  four 
miles  to  be  sprinkled  with  that  liquid  to 
try  it  out.  The  streets  selected  are  Blake, 
Buffum,  Broadway,  Euclid  av..  Green, 
Harwood,  Johnson,  Commercial,  Mall, 
Maple,  Nahant,  Ocean,  Prescott  pi., 
Smith  and  Shepard.  These  particular 
streets  have  been  selected  because  some 
of  them  are  largely  used  by  vehicles  and 
the  results  obtained  will  give  a  good  idea 
of  the  benefits  to  be  secured  by  sprinkling 
with  oil.  It  is  said  that  the  oil  will  bind 
the  macadam  closer  together,  while  water 
has  a  tendency  to  wash  it  away,  particu- 
larly on  newly  made  streets.  It  is  claimed 
by  other  cities  which  have  used  it  that 
it  hardens  the  surface  of  the  street  and 
keeps  the  dust  down  much  better  than 
water.  No  oil  will  be  used  on  pavement 
as  water  is  known  to  be  best  for  this  kind 
of  surface,  and  the  other  35  miles  of 
thoroughfare  will  be  sprinkled  with  water 
as  at  present.

The  Boston  and  Eastern  Tunnel. 

The  Boston  and  Eastern  Railroad  plans 
for  a  $2,000,000  tunnel  under  Boston 
harbor.  They  have  given  to  the  public 
details  of  their  financial  backing.  Their 
attorney  has  presented  an  amendment 
to  the  bill  providing  that  within  three 
months  after  the  opening  for  the  public 
use  of  the  tunnel  beneath  Boston  harbor 
the  city  of  Boston  may  purchase  the  tunnel 
at  its  actual  cost;  as  an  alternative  to 
this  proposition  it  is  provided  that  at  the 
end  of  forty  years  after  the  opening  of 
the  tunnel  it  shall  be  deeded  by  the  com- 
pany to  the  city  free  of  cost. 

Another  important  amendment  to  the 
bill  is  a  provision  that  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  and  the  Transit 
Commissioners  of  Boston,  sitting  as  a 
joint  board,  shall  fix  the  route  of  the 
tunnel  and  subway  and  the  location  of 
the  terminal  in  the  city  of  Boston.  Plans 
are  to  be  submitted  by  the  company  to 
the  Mayor  of  Boston,  and  he  is  given  30 
days  in  which  to  approve  or  disapprove; 
which  ever  action  he  takes  the  matter  then 
goes  to  the  joint  board,  which  is  given  a 
year  within  which  to  makes  its  decisions. 
John  H.  Bickford,  the  engineer,  presented 
a  detailed  statement  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  each  of  the  subscribers  of 
the  stock  of  the  association,  and  informed 
the  committee  that  McArthur  Brothers 
of  New  York,  Chicago,  St.  Louis  and 
London,  are  the  financial  backers  of  the 
tunnel  and  railroad.

Miss  Woolley  bases  her  statement  on 
the  alleged  fact  that  through  their  activity 
and  earnestness  girl  bread  winners  develop 
a  spirit  of  sincerity  and  the  proper  ap- 
preciation of  a  home,  which  are  largely 
unknown  among  the  unwed  girls  who  have 
no  occasion  to  develop  a  longing  for  a 
home  of  their  own.

We  do  not  wish  to  smother  ambition, 
but  because  Rogers  began  life  at  three 
dollars  a  week  is  not  a  conclusive  argu- 
ment that  all  in  that  category  to-day 
will  die  millionaires. 


A  post  office  at  East  Lynn  will  be 
much  appreciated  by  the  residents  of 
that  section.  The  new  branch  office  will 
be  located  in  the  Odd  Fellows  building, 
at  the  corner  of  Essex  and  Chestnut 
streets,  and  will  probably  be  opened 
around  the  first  of  July.  It  is  proposed 
to  rearrange  the  East  Lynn  carriers' 
routes,  having  several  three-trip  routes 
where  there  are  now  only  two,  and  also 
having  more  frequent  collections  in  the 
outlying  districts  of  this  part  of  the 
city,  thus  giving  better  service  to  the 
35,000  population  in  East  Lynn. 


We  extend  heartiest  congratulations 
to  the  former  members  of  the  Lynn 
Water  Board,  whose  vindication  is  com- 
plete. Seldom  does  it  fall  to  the  lot  of 
public  officials  to  have  done  their  work 
so  exceptionally  well  as  to  defy  the 
searching  examinations  of  two  investi- 
gations. It  does  not  surprise  us.  We 
believed  thoroughly  in  the  men  individ- 
ually, and  we  had  all  confidence  in  them 
as  a  board.  We  never  expected  any 
other  outcome.  How  easy  for  men  of 
small  caliber,  for  men  who  have  nothing 
to  lose,  for  men  who  would  make  com- 
merce of  other  men's  honor,  to  accuse 
honest  and  conscientious  public  ser- 
vants. But  time  rights  all  things,  and 
now  the  men  whose  honor  other  men 
would  impeach  are  getting  their  just 
reward  at  the  hands  of  an  appreciative 
public,  while  their  accusers— well,  of 
them  each  can  call  the  roll  and  shape 
his  own  judgment. 


It  seems  likely  that  before  long  some 
action  will  be  taken  by  the  city  in  estab- 
lishing high  pressure  water  supply  for 
fire  purposes.  The  demonstration  wit- 
nessed by  members  of  the  city  govern- 
ment at  Worcester  last  month  of  the 
high  pressure  water  service  in  action 
fully  satisfied  them  of  its  desirability 
for  Lynn.  Members  of  the  board  of 
aldermen  express  it  as  their  opinion 
that  Lynn  already  has  more  engines 
than  she  can  use  and  that  no  more  should 
be  purchased,  and  that  the  expenses  of 
maintaining  the  fire  department  could 
be  much  reduced  by  establishing  hy- 
drant lines  to  draw  salt  water  from  the 
ocean  for  the  business  section  of  the 
city,  or  having  a  water  tower,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  practicability  of  such  in 
case  of  a  large  fire. 


The  returns  from  Carnation  Day  were 
very  gratifying,  the  sum  aimed  at  be- 
ing $2000,  and  nearly  $1000  above  this 
amount  being  realized.  The  money  now 
being  assured  with  which  to  run  it,  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  to  immedi- 
ately open  a  day  camp  just  as  soon  as 
the  building,  which  was  erected  to  be 
used  as  a  contagious  hospital  for 
Swampscott,  can  be  put  in  proper  con- 
dition to  receive  patients.  Carnation 
Day  was  so  successful  this  year  that  it 
has  been  decided  to  establish  the  second 
Saturday  of  May  as  Carnation  Day  each 
year.

Councilman  Guy  Newhall  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  endeavoring  to  reg- 
ulate by  ordinance  Fourth  of  July  cele- 
brations, which  have  been  so  noisy  and 
productive  of  so  many  serious  accidents 
in  past  years.  It  is  time  that  reason 
and  judgment  prevailed  in  connection 
with  the  celebration  of  the  Fourth.  In 
six  years,  the  journal  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  states,  Fourth 
of  July  celebrations  in  killed  and 
wounded  have  cost  this  country  29,296 
people.  There  have  been  many  serious 
accidents  in  Lynn  on  account  of  the 
license  given  celebrators  of  the  Fourth, 
and  it  is  regrettable  that  the  legislation 
of  a  sane  and  sensible  celebration  of 
the  national  holiday  was  defeated.

Better  Supervision  for  Primary  Schools 

It  is  recommended  by  Superintendent 
Peaslee  that  better  supervision  be 
given  primary  schools,  as  he  believes 
that  it  is  just  as  important  that  they 
be  carefully  supervised  as  the  grammar 
or  high  school  grades.  Some  time  ago 
Superintendent  Peaslee  recommended 
that  the  principals  of  the  grammar 
schools  look  after  the  work  of  the 
primary  grades  in  their  district,  but 
this  plan  was  defeated  by  the  primary 
teachers,  and  now  the  school  board  has 
decided  that  there  shall  be  a  supervisor 
appointed  for  this  work  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  fall  term.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  the  work  of  this  new 
officer,  who  would  bear  the  title  of 
assistant  superintendent,  be  consoli- 
dated with  that  of  secretary  of  the 
board,  but  whether  this  plan  goes 
through  or  not,  it  is  certain  that  the 
primary  schools  will  hereafter  be  as 
well  supervised  as  the  higher  grades. 
In  a  recent  report  Superintendent 
Peaslee  said:  "Unless  the  child  is 
started  right  in  this  school  course  he 
will  form  habits  that  will  be  of  untold 
harm  and  waste  to  him  through  his 
whole  career.  No  school  system,  how- 
ever excellent  in  other  respects,  can 
undo  the  harm  done  a  child  who  is  com- 
pelled to  spend  one  of  the  early  school 
years  under  an  incompetent  teacher. 
Again,  it  should  be  remembered  that 
many  of  those  in  the  primary  schools 
may  not  have  the  benefit  of  a  high 
school  course.  Every  righteous  con- 
sideration demands  that  the  best  be 
given  to  such  children  while  they  are 
in  school.  " 

A  German  writer  described  a  stork's 
nest  which  was  about  30  years  old :  It 
measured  6  feet  across  and  was  5  feet 
in  height ;  it  weighed  sixteen  hundred- 
weight, or  over  three-quarters  of  a  ton, 
and  it  was  such  a  solid  mass  that  it  had 
to  be  broken  up  by  using  a  pickaxe.

Hard-headed  Man  Doesn't  Know  whether  to

"I  don't  believe  in  luck,"  said  a  man

Under  the  new  system  it  will  be  a 
question  of  voters  and  not  of  their  place 
of  residence.  In  past  years  it  has  fre- 
quently happened  that  the  nominee  car- 
ried the  wards  giving  him  the  necessary 
delegates,  while  his  defeated  opponent 
had  the  majority  of  the  votes  of  the 
people.  Although  it  is  argued  that 
Swampscott  and  Nahant  will  be  but 
little  better  off  under  the  new  system, 
it  is  probably  just  as  well  that  the  nom- 
inee come  from  the  larger  districts. 
This  would  happen  under  almost  any 
system.  The  First  Essex  district  will 
be  the  only  one  where  this  new  system 
will  be  tried,  and  exciting  and  interest- 
ing conventions  will  now  become  things 
of  the  past. 

The  beautifying  of  the  school  yards 
with  flower  gardens  made  by  the  pupils 
of  the  schools  was  so  pleasing  last  year 
"that  more  effort  is  being  put  into  the 
work  this  year.  The  school  authorities 
and  the  teachers  are  manifesting  much 
interest,  and  as  the  flower  seeds  have 
been  offered  by  several  flrms  at  a  nomi- 
nal sum  to  the  pupils,  it  is  believed  that 
more  gardens  will  be  made  and  the 
work  much  extended  over  last  year. 
The  giving  of  prizes  for  the  best  gar- 
den lends  impetus  to  the  work  of  the 
pupils.

Charles  Darwin  was  only  one  worker 
among  many,  one  thinker  among  a  large 
number  of  naturalists  and  philosophers 
who  were  studying  and  trying  to  solve 
the  problems  of  classification  and  the 
genesis  of  species.  Lamarck  and  Von 
Baer  are  great  names  in  the  list,  and 
Alfred  Wallace  was  a  peer  in  discovery, 
although  the  things  that  he  and  Darwin 
hit  upon  together  are  not  now  so  gener- 
ally received  as  explanations  of  phe- 
nomena as  they  once  were.  Herbert 
Spencer  was  twenty  years  younger 
than  Darwin,  but  was  already  working 
out  the  same  philosophy  of  evolution 
into  which  Darwin's  work  fitted  as  a 
specific  instance  and  explanation.  Dar- 
win's grandfather,  Erasmus  Darwin, 
anticipated  some  of  his  ideas  in  a  re- 
markable poem  which  dropped  out  of 
the  thoughts  of  men  until  the  work  of 
the  grandson  gave  it  a  new  interpre- 
tation. 

There  was  a  passage  at  arms  between 
a  Unitarian  minister  and  a  .clergyman 
of  another  fold,  who  said  with  extreme 
condescension,  "You  know  I  can  asso- 
ciate with  you  as  a  gentlemen,  but  not 
as  a  Christian."

Change  in  Bookkeeping  System 

A  change  in  the  system  of  keeping 
the  city  accounts  will  be  made  in  the 
near  future  whereby  the  city  auditor 
will  have  charge  of  all  the  books  of 
the  different  departments  and  the  tax 
collector  will  receive  all  moneys  and 
receipts  for  all  departments.  By  the 
change,  it  is  understood,  all  bills  will 
be  approved  by  the  departments  and 
sent  to  the  auditor,  who  will  be  made, 
in  a  way,  responsible  for  the  condition 
of  the  records  of  the  several  depart- 
ments. After  investigation  he  will 
also  approve  the  expenditure  and  hand 
it  over  to  the  city  treasurer  to  pay.  In 
this  way  records  will  be  kept  in  such  a 
manner  that  any  information  desired  as 
to  how  accounts  stand  may  be  obtained 
with  little  trouble  and  the  officials  will 
know  at  all  times  the  exact  condition  of 
the  finances,  so  that  any  extravagance 
would  not  be  allowed  to  continue  for 
any  length  of  time.  This  change  was 
one  of  the  recommendations  contained 
in  Mayor  Rich's  inaugural  address.

Hon.  J.  C.  Bennett  says:  "I  am 
heartily  in  favor  of  a  fair  to  commemo- 
rate the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims,  one  of 
the  great  events  in  history ;  and  then 
again,  I  am  a  great  believer  in  fairs. 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the 
three  great  fairs,  the  Crystal  Palace, 
the  Centennial  and  the  Columbian  expo- 
sition. These  fairs  were  great  educa- 
tors and  were  of  immense  benefit  to 
our  country  and  its  people. 

"But  the  first  question  that  comes  to 
my  mind  is,  where  can  this  proposed 
fair  be  held?  It  certainly  cannot  be 
held  in  Boston  because  of  lack  of  room. 
The  Merchants'  Association  and  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  after  years  of 
careful  search,  have  agreed  that  space 
cannot  be  obtained  in  Boston  by  the 
federal  government  to  provide  reaonable 
accommodations  for  additional  office 
room  for  the  custom  house  and  have 
recommended  that  a  tower  be  placed 
upon  the  present  custom  house,  50  feet 
square  and  400  feet  high,  in  order  to 
provide  the  necessary  room. 

"This  being  true,  a  location  for  the 
great  exposition  will  have  to  be  pro- 
vided outside  the  city  limits.  I  will 
suggest  a  place  that  will  be  ample  in 
area,  easy  of  access,  abundantly  pro- 
vided with  rail  and  water  communica- 
tion, an  ideal  place  in  every  particular, 
and  that  place  is  in  Lynn,  Saugus, 
Maiden  and  Revere,  at  the  junction  of 
the  counties  of  Suffolk,  Middlesex  and 
Essex,  the  three  counties  largest  in 
population,  wealth  and  commercial  im- 
portance in  the  commonwealth. 

"This  ideal  location  can  be  easily  and 
cheaply  provided  along  Lynn's  harbor 
front,  the  Saugus  and  Pines  rivers, 
with  land  beautifully  situated  and  in 
great  abundance,  in  quantity  300,  500, 
1000  acres  or  more,  if  necessary.  The 
length  of  these  rivers  in  the  fairgrounds 
proper  will  be  not  less  than  two  miles, 
to  be  developed  to  a  width  of  not  less 
than  1200  or  over  1500  feet  for  this 
entire  distance,  giving  four  miles  of 
water  front  upon  the  banks  of  these 
beautiful  rivers  that  nature  has  pro- 
vided for  a  great  exhibition  such  as 
the  Herald  has  proposed  to  mark  one 
of  the  greatest  events  in  the  world's 
history. 

"With  reference  to  communication, 
long  before  1920  the  Boston  &  Maine 
railroad  will  be  provided  with  a  four- 
track  road  on  the  main  line  from  Boston 
to  Portsmouth ;  the  Saugus  branch  from 


Boston  to  Lynn  has  two  tracks ;  the 
Boston,  Revere  Beach  &  Lynn  has  two 
tracks ;  the  Boston  &  Northern  Electric 
road  has  two  tracks  to  Lynn  and  Salem  ; 
the  Boston  Elevated  has  four  tracks, 
and  the  Boston  &  Eastern  will  be  pro- 
vided with  two  or  four  tracks  before 
1920,  making  16  tracks  of  steam  and 
electric  roads,  with  a  10-cent  fair  from 
Boston,  all  of  which  will  pass  through 
or  adjoin  the  grounds. 

"In  addition  to  this  there  would  be 
communication  by  water  between  Bos- 
ton and  the  fairgrounds  by  innumerable 
boats  of  all  kinds,  with  one  of  the  most 
delightful  sails  of  10  miles  that  could  be 
imagined.  The  great  harbor  of  Lynn 
will  have  been  developed  before  the 
fair  is  opened,  so  that  the  means  of 
transportation  to  and  from  the  great 
fair  would  be  abundantly  provided  for. ' '

At  present  prices,  General  Electric 
pays  5  per  cent,  on  the  investment.  The 
position  of  the  company  as  expressed  in 
the  annual  report  for  the  year  ended 
January  31,  1908,  shows  gross  earnings 
of  $44,549,675,  a  decrease  of  $26,436,492 
from  those  of  the  previous  year,  which 
makes  the  smallest  gross  showing  since 
the  company  was  organized  in  1906, 

While  the  total  sales  shrank  to  about 
the  level  of  1906,  the  net  profits  of  $4,- 
802,252  were  $2,516,908  smaller  than 
they  were  in  1906. 

The  net  profits  for  last  year  have  been 
figured  at  7.36  per  cent,  on  the  $65,178,- 
800  capital  stock.  The  figures  indicate 
a  deficit  of  $411,773  after  the  payment 
of  the  regular  8  per  cent,  dividend,  which 
aggregates  $5,214,026. 

The  earnings  for  last  year  compare 
with  10.10  per  cent,  in  1908,  13.25  per 
cent,  in  1907,  13.48  per  cent,  in  1906, 
and  13.92  per  cent,  in  1905. 

General  Electric  went  through  the 
depression  in  considerably  better  shape 
than  any  other  of  the  electrical  com- 
panies. As  the  figures  show,  the  com- 
pany came  within  $441,000  of  earning  its 
dividend,  and  if  $1,500,000  of  new  con- 
struction charged  to  earnings  be  added 
to  the  dividend  balance  reported,  it  will 
be  seen  that  total  earnings  were  in  ex- 
cess of  the  8  per  cent,  dividend  rate  by 
at  least  1^  per  cent. 

The  General  Electric  Co.  is  believed 
at  present  to  be  equipped  to  handle  a 
gross  business  of  $80,000,000  a  year,  but 
as  the  orders  for  last  year  amounted  to 
only  approximately  $45,000,000,  only  a 
trifle  in  excess  of  50  per  cent,  of  the 
operating  capacity  was  used. 

The  company  is  at  present  provided 
with  liquid  resources  necessary  to  carry 
on  a  business  75  per  cent,  greater  than 
it  handled  last  year,  and  the  quick  assets 
amounting  to  $57,161,000  are  equal  to 
more  than  $90  per  share  on  the  stock, 
and  equal  to  between  80  and  85  cents  of 
working  capital  for  each  $1  of  gross 
business  turned  out  in  the  best  year  the 
company  ever  had. 

Another  interesting  matter  in  con- 
nection with  the  development  of  this 
concern  is  found  with  regard  to  the 
company's  supply  of  copper.  At  the 
present  time  the  Bully  Hill  mine  in  Cal- 
ifornia is  turning  out  about  8,500,000 
pounds  of  copper  a  year. 

The  General  Electric  Co.  at  present 
has  approximately  $3,000,000  invested 
in  copper  mining  operations  which  will 


protect  the  company  in  the  future,  in 
the  opinion  of  experts,  from  any  exces- 
sively high  prices  for  copper  which  may 
prevail. 

The  stock  has  had  a  good  advance 
since  the  low  point  in  February;  then  it 
sold  at  1501,  and  in  view  of  the  better 
conditions  of  business  and  in  connection 
with  the  electrification  of  many  large 
railroads.  General  Electric  off'ers  a  good 
investment.

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The  man  who  wrote  "The  Man  Without 
a  Country"  died  as  a  citizen  of  the  greatest 
country  and  with  all  the  honors  of  an  intel- 
lectual sort  which  humanity  can  bestow. 

It  must  make  some  young  and  able 
men  out  of  a  job  feel  tired  to  see  how 
many  positions  are  offered  Dr.  Eliot,  who 
won't  have  any  of  them. 

When  postal  officials  can't  tell  a  one- 
cent  stamp  on  a  circular  from  a  special 
delivery  ten-center,  it  is  quite  time  to  have 
a  change.  Also  a  Httle  more  speed  would 
help  some. 

Lynn  is  a  beneficiary  by  the  reduction 
of  the  State  tax  by  $18,880.  The  assess- 
ment last  year  was  $103,840,  as  against 
$84,960  this  year.  Every  city  and  town 
in  the  State  share  in  this  unexpected 
reduction. 

The  Wright  Brothers  are  doubtless 
pleased  with  their  gold  medals,  but  the 
country  would  have  been  better  off  had 
it  secured  the  aeroplanes  when  it  might  at 
a  small  price.  It's  tough  for  Americans 
to  be  obliged  to  go  abroad  for  recognition. 
We  are  not  so  progressive  as  we  brag  about. 

The  city  council  committee  on  fire 
department  have  been  asked  to  inves- 
tigate the  advisability  of  installing  motor 
combination  chemical  and  hose  wagons, 
as  it  is  thought  by  members  of  the  depart- 
ment that  a  great  saving  of  time  and 
expense  could  be  made  by  so  doing.  Many 
of  the  Western  cities  have  been  using 
motor  engines  for  some  time  and  are 
satisfied  that  it  is  a  saving  to  them.  In 
Springfield  great  satisfaction  has  resulted 
from  the  use  of  motor  driven  fire  appa- 
ratus. Lynn  wants  the  best  there  is, 
especially  in  such  an  important  branch  as 
the  fire  department,  and  being  less  expen- 
sive than  the  old  method  gives  it  a  double 
value. 


The  new  police  court  house  on  Essex 
street  is  now  ready  for  occupancy  and 
moving  from  the  Sutton  street  building 
is  under  way.  It  is  with  great  pride  that 
possession  is  taken  of  the  new  building,  as 
it  is  considered  to  be  the  finest  police 
court  room  in  New  England.  Everything 
has  been  settled  upon  but  the  rent,  and  it 
is  probable  that  this  will  have  to  be 
settled  in  court  as  neither  the  county 
commissioners  nor  the  city  seem  disposed 
to  make  any  concessions.  The  Sutton 
street  building  will  probably  be  renovated, 
so  that  the  second  floor,  which  has  been 
used  for  court  purposes,  may  be  turned 
into  a  guardroom,  and  the  present  guard- 
room be  made  to  serve  as  an  office  for 
the  commanding  officer. 

From  the  recent  Chase  investigation  it 
is  evident  that  the  city  council  should  at 
once  attend  to  the  inadequate  system, 
which  has  been  prevailing  in  keeping  the 
accounts  of  the  city.  The  matter  of  the 
deficit  in  the  sinking  fund  is  the  weakest 
spot  in  the  system  which  has  been  here- 
tofore existing,  and  the  city  council  no 
doubt  will  have  some  trouble  in  straighten- 
ing out  this  part  of  the  matter  so  that  the 
city  taxes  levied  will  not  be  too  greatly 
increased  during  the  next  few  years.  If 
the  recommendations  of  Mr.  Chase  are 
adopted,  which  seems  probable,  under  these 
new  methods  there  will  be  fewer  obstacles 
in  the  way  of  handling  Lynn  finances,  and 
the  expenses  involved  by  this  investiga- 
tion will  soon  be  made  up  by  more 
economical  methods  in  the  future. 

Although  the  prospect  of  holding  the 
World's  Fair  in  Boston  in  1920  may 
appear  to  be  looking  a  great  way  into  the 
future,  yet  the  idea  of  having  the  expo- 
sition on  the  available  land  of  the  West 
Lynn  marshes,  is  worthy  of  careful  con- 
sideration. In  any  event,  an  improvement 
of  this  land  would  work  great  benefit  for 
the  city  in  attracting  commercial  and 
manufacturing  activities  to  the  spot. 
The  land  at  present  is  in  very  bad  con- 
dition, caused  by  the  constant  work  of  the 
tides,  and  with  the  prospect  of  a  World's 
Fair,  the  opportunity  for  making  this  area 
fit  for  development  should  be  grasped  at 
once.  With  the  improvement  of  the 
harbor,  it  would  seem  as  if  the  work  of 
improving  the  condition  of  the  marshes 
could  be  carried  on  in  conjunction  with 
it,  at  least  as  far  as  the  closing  out  of  the 
tides  is  concerned.

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The  Proposed  Harbor  Development 

The  report  which  is  soon  to  be  put 
before  the  city  on  harbor  development 
by  the  Atlantic,  Gulf  &  Pacific  Dredging 
Co.  is  said  to  be  convincing  proof  to  the 
most  doubtful  citizen  that  the  development 
of  Lynn  harbor  will  be  the  largest  and  most 
paying  investment  this  city  has  ever 
undertaken.  The  report  is  said  to  be  a 
thorough  study  of  the  situation  from  every 
point  of  view  and  inspection  of  their  maps 
and  plans  will  be  urged  by  the  company. 

The  plan,  as  is  well  known,  is  to  trans- 
form 350  acres  of  mud  flats  into  market- 
able land  with  wharfs  and  docks  along 
the  newly  made  water  front,  and  reser- 
vations for  a  large  turning  basin,  between 
2000  and  2500  feet  in  diameter,  and  a 
mammoth  sewage  disposal  plant,  to 
accommodate  the  entire  city,  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  discharge  pipes 
of  the  outfall  sewer,  now  located  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Lynn  Gas  &  Electric 
Company's  works  at  the  foot  of  Shepard 
street. 

It  is  figured  that  upon  the  350  acres 
of  reclaimed  land  about  forty  factory 
sites  will  be  provided,  which  alone  should 
net  the  city  at  least  $14,000,000. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  management 
of  realizing  the  original  cost  of  the 
enterprise  it  is  suggested  that  only  two  or 
three  wharves  and  docks  be  constructed  at 
first,  and  in  the  meantime  the  project 
could  be  started  in  the  direction  of  creating 
the  funds  to  assist  in  financiering  the 
remainder    of    the    harbor    development. 

The  development  of  harbors  in  other 
cities  which  have  brought  about  most 
gratifying  results  are  cited  by  the  com- 
pany, principal  among  which  are  Tampa, 
Fla.,  Galveston,  Tex.,  and  Seattle,  Wash.; 
and  at  the  present  time  in  Newark,  N.  J. 
the  citizens  have  by  referendum  voted  to 
authorize  the  reclaiming  of  over  4000 
acres  of  meadow  lands,  and  already  there 
has  been  an  issue  of  $1,000,000  bonds  to 
take  care  of  the  preliminary'  work. 

It  is  said  that  more  than  a  dozen  new 
streets  will  be  opened  up  in  the  reclaimed 
land  in  Lynn  harbor,  none  of  which  will 
be  less  than  50  feet  wide  and  some  will  be 
100  feet. 

The  plans  which  have  been  prepared 
are  said  to  show  the  proposed  layout  of 
ever>'  street,  wharf,  railroad  tracks,  puri- 
fication sewage  plant,  railroad  terminal, 
railroad  distributing  yard,  and  to  contain 
many  valuable  suggestions  as  to  the 
extention  of  Market  street. 

The  holdings  of  present  wharf  and 
other  property  owners  will  be  left  for  the 


people  themselves  to  settle,  a  series  of 
options  being  left  to  those  who  are  abut- 
ters on  the  present  harbor  line,  and  it  is 
believed,  by  those  in  a  position  to  know, 
that  the  plan  when  presented  will  satisfy 
present  owners  that  they  will  be  well 
treated  in  the  study  to  be  presented  to  the 
city. 

The  railroad  distributing  yard  to  be 
provided  will  be  diamond-shaped,  and 
will  have  over  seven  miles  of  tracks. 

The  construction  of  a  customs  house, 
to  be  erected,  according  to  the  plan,  on 
an  area  500  by  200  feet  set  aside  for  this 
purpose  at  the  east  end  of  the  proposed 
reclaimed  area,  is  one  of  the  features  of  the 
enterprise. 

Between  the  wharves  will  be  paved 
streets  from  200  to  2  50  feet  wide,  and  streets 
and  private  ways,  exclusively  for  railroad 
traffic,  will  alternate. 

One  of  the  first  things  that  will  have  to 
be  done  in  the  development  of  Lynn  har- 
bor will  be  the  construction  of  a  bulkhead 
to  bound  the  area  which  it  is  proposed  to 
reclaim.  The  next  step  will  be  the  dredg- 
ing of  the  section  which  it  is  proposed  to 
deepen,  so  as  to  create  the  opportunity 
for  the  draft  of  the  heavy  vessels  which  it 
is  intended  to  attract  to  the  new  port; 
and  then  it  will  be  up  to  the  city  of  Lynn 
to  determine  how  far  it  desires  to  go  toward 
the  erection  of  wharves,  the  laying  out  of 
streets,  the  width  of  channels  and  for  what 
purposes  certain  reservations  shall  be 
made. 

It  is  the  proposition  of  the  Atlantic, 
Gulf  &  Pacific  Dredging  Co.  to  take  the 
whole  contract  and  give  bonds  to  the  city 
for  a  satisfactory  performance  of  the  work, 
which  work  will  be  subject  to  daily  inspec- 
tion by  the  city  engineer  or  his  agent,  with 
daily  reports  to  the  mayor  or  city  council 
committee,  which  may  be  published  for 
the  information  of  all  interested  in  the 
work.

The  plan  of  Ex- Mayor  Porter  for 
improving  and  beautifying  the  city  by 
raising  a  fund  of  $10,000  a  year  for  ten 
years,  should  be  taken  up  and  an  effort 
made  to  bring  about  results.

Although  no  details  of  the 
plan  have  as  yet  been  thought  out,  yet 
some  plan  under  which  the  work  may  be 
done  will  no  doubt  be  started  by  promi- 
nent citizens,  to  the  mutual  advantage  of 
present  Lynn  citizens  and  future  gener- 
ations.

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Grade  Separation  Now  Assured 

At  last  the  final  steps  have  been  taken 
preliminary  to  starting  work  on  abolish- 
ing grade  crossings  in  Lynn.  For  nine 
years  the  matter  has  been  hanging  by 
reason  of  many  unavoidable  delays  and 
not  sufficient  pushing  on  the  part  of  some 
administrations,  but  now  it  is  expected 
that  the  work  will  at  once  be  started. 

The  cost  will  be  $1,412,000,  of  which  the 
city  will  pay  10  per  cent,  the  State  25 
per  cent,  and  the  railroad  65  per  cent. 
The  largest  expense  will  be  in  the  raising 
of  the  Market  street  freight  yard,  which 
will  cost  over  $188,000.  The  expense  to 
the  city  of  special  counsel  and  engineers 
is  not  yet  known  to  the  officials  at  city 
hall. 

The  elevating  of  the  tracks  will  start 
from  a  point  west  of  Commercial  street, 
toward  the  Saugus  river  bridge,  and  will 
end  at  a  point  east  of  Chatham  street, 
toward  Eastern  avenue.  The  tracks  of 
the  Saugus  branch  will  be  raised  over 
contiguous  streets  to  meet  the  new  level 
of  16  feet  over  Commercial  street. 

A  new  station  will  be  built  on  a  level 
with  Silsbee  street,  and  so  arranged  that 
it  may  be  reached  from  the  Broad  or 
Union  street  sides  without  climbing 
steps.  At  the  Central  Square  end  of  the 
depot  platform  there  will  be  stairs  to 
reach  the  tracks.  The  principal  bone  of 
contention  among  Lynn  merchants  has 
been  the  closing  of  Silsbee  street  to 
vehicles,  and  this  has  been  decided  by  the 
commissioners,  who  recommend  the  doing 
away  with  all  the  crossings  on  the  main 
line.  A  subway  for  foot  passengers  will 
be  built  beneath  the  tracks  on  Silsbee 
street,  and  it  is  claimed  that  there  will  be 
ample  provision  for  teams  and  other  con- 
veyances through  the  construction  of  a 
roadway  from  the  corner  of  Silsbee  and 
Mt.  Vernon  streets,  running  beneath  the 
tracks,  in  the  present  depot  yard  and 
emerging  again  on  Silsbee  street,  using  the 
present  roadway  from  the  depot  yard  to 
that  street,  so  that  it  does  not  seem  that 
the  Union  street  storekeepers  would  be 
likely  to  lose  any  large  amount  of  pa- 
tronage. Both  the  East  and  West  Lynn 
depots  will  have  to  be  raised. 

The  tracks  will  cross  Market  street  and 
Central  Square  at  18  feet  above  the 
present  grade,  and  it  is  the  idea  to  make 
the  structure  at  these  points  as  attrac- 
tive as  possible  with  steel  arches. 

Chatham  street  will  be  lowered  10  or 
12  feet  below  the  present  level  and  the 
tracks  will  be  raised  about  six  feet  higher 
than  at  present. 


The  grade  crossings  to  be  abolished 
are  Commercial,  Shepard,  Blossom,  Pleas- 
ant, Market,  Washington,  Central  Square 
and  Chatham  streets,  and  it  is  estimated 
that  it  will  take  between  three  and  five 
years  to  complete  the  work.

The  Span  of  Life 

The  actuaries,  who  are  men  of  fig- 
ures, are  not  led  away  by  fanciful  tales 
of  the  prolongation  of  human  life 
through  the  influence  of  modern  science. 
On  the  contrary,  Pres.  John  K.  Gore  of 
the  Actuarial  Society  of  America,  at 
the  annual  meeting  declared  the  state- 
ment that  the  average  of  longevity 
had  increased  seven  years  in  the  last 
ten  to  be  gross  exaggeration. 

The  mean  duration  of  life  in  the  last 
half  century,  he  said,  had  increased  ten 
or  twelve  years,  but  this  increase  was 
largely  due  to  the  lower  death  rate 
among  infants  and  young  children. 

This  decrease  of  deaths  among  young 
children  in  the  last  200  years,  it  seems, 
has  been  increasing  the  average  of 
human  life,  though  there  is  no  doubt, 
even  in  the  strictly  accurate  actuarial 
mind,  that  many  diseases  to  which  flesh 
is  heir  are  less  dangerous  than  they 
used  to  be. 

Thousands  of  preventable  deaths,  how- 
ever, occur  every  year.  Humanity 
needs  still  to  learn  how  to  eat,  drink, 
sleep,  breathe  so  as  to  escape  many 
ailments.— New  York  Times.

The  City  Engineer's  Office  to  be  Reorganized 
The  most  recent  department  to  be 
looked  into  by  Mayor  Rich  is  that  of  the 
city  engineer's  ofSce,  and  it  is  his  purpose 
to  reorganize  this  department  so  that  a 
saving  of  large  sums  of  money  may  be 
effected  in  the  city's  interest.  During 
the  past  few  years  it  is  estimated  that  the 
city  has  expended  about  $25,000  for 
outside  engineering  assistance,  which  has 
been  a  detriment  rather  than  a  help  to  the 
city.  With  the  extensive  improvement  of 
the  water  supply,  which  alone  will  cost 
$1,000,000,  and  the  city's  part  of  the  grade 
separation  e.xpense,  it  is  deemed  wise  that 
the  engineer's  department  be  at  once 
reorganized,  so  that  any  engineering 
problem  which  may  arise  can  be  satis- 
factorily handled  without  the  need  of 
outside  help.  Already  about  $15,000 
has  been  saved  on  the  high  school  buil- 
ding by  the  reorganization  of  the  building 
department  and  that  has  been  in  operation 
only  about  twelve  weeks,  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  same  policy  pursued  in  the  city 
engineer's  oflice  will  bring  as  satisfactory 
results.

Keep  on  improving  the  streets. 

The  public  schools  will  reopen  Monday, 
Sept.  13. 

There  will  be  harvested  this  fall  about 
forty  bushels  of  corn  for  every  man, 
woman  and  child  in  the  country.  Do  you 
think  you  can  eat  so  much? 

Just  as  we  expected,  the  Cubans  e.xpect 
to  sell  most  of  their  lottery  tickets  in  this 
country.  It  will  keep  Uncle  Sam  hustling 
to  prevent  fools  up  here  from  giving  away 
their  money. 

It  seems  that  John  D.  is  still  $50,000,000 
shy  of  Andrew  Carnegie's  gifts,  which 
amount  to  $139,000,000,  "so  far  as 
known,"  and  we  think  in  both  instances 
all  is  known. 

Dr.  Osier  has  just  reached  the  age  of 
60,  but  has  not  yet  ordered  a  bottle  of 
chloroform.  Physicians  seldom  take  their 
own  medicine. 


Boston,  according  to  a  private  census, 
claims  to  be  the  fourth  city  of  the  countr>% 
with  a  population  exceeding  600,000,  and 
Greater  Boston  has  over  1,100,000. 

By  an  announcement  made  last  month, 
the  contribution  of  Lynn  to  the  county 
taxes  shows  an  increase  of  $11,609.63. 
This  is  a  rather  large  increase,  almost  15%, 
and  as  Lynn  has  saved  about  $18,000  by 
the  reduction  of  the  state  tax  it  is  still 
nearly  $7,000  to  the  good.  The  increase 
is  due  principally  because  of  the  new 
registry  of  deeds  building  soon  to  be 
opened,  the  Haverhill  bridge  and  several 
smaller  things.  The  total  tax  is  consider- 
ably higher  than  last  year,  Lynn  paying 
between  one-fifth  and  one-sixth  of  the 
total  amount.

Most 
everything  that  is  worth  anything  costs 
money. 

The  experience  of  the  world  is  favorable 
to  depression,  and  if  Lynn  agrees  to  any- 
thing different  the  city  should  receive  cen- 
sure. 

Better  for  Lynn  to  pay  $500,000  above 
its  legal  share  in  the  work,  and  have  it 
done  correctly,  than  to  stand  for  a  party 
wall  through  Lynn's  busy  industrial  centre. 

It  will  be  a  terrible  error! 

Think  it  over  at  City  Hall. 

The  new  method  of  handling  the  city's 
finances  was  started  this  month,  and 
although  it  is  too  early  yet  to  look  for 
results,  it  is  expected  that  they  will  be 
evident  in  the  near  future.  The  ordinance 
relative  to  the  keeping  of  the  books  is  most 
complete  and  was  unanimously  accepted 
by  the  board  of  aldermen  at  a  meeting 
held  last  month.  It  calls  for  the  central- 
izing of  the  financial  departments  of  the 
city  and  provides  for  a  complete  report 
each  month,  so  that  any  member  of  the 
city  government  can  ascertain  at  any  time 
the  exact  condition  of  any  or  all  depart- 
ments, including  the  sinking  funds. 
S 
The  Boston,  Revere  Beach  and  Lynn 
Railroad  have  in  contemplation  the  run- 
ning of  express  trains  from  Lynn  to  Boston 
over  their  road  in  the  near  future.  This 
would  make  the  Narrow  Gauge  Road  a 
direct  competitor  of  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad  and  would  give  the  Lynn  public 
accommodations  which  the\'  have  long 
desired.  It  is  thought  possible  that  in 
time  an  electric  road  will  be  built,  although 
nothing  to  that  effect  has  been  given  out 
by  the  officials  of  the  road. 

Mayor  Rich  is  so  well  satisfied  with  the 
result  of  using  oil  upon  the  streets  instead 
of  water  that  probably  much  more  terri- 
tory will  be  treated  in  this  way  another 
year.  It  is  reported  to  be  a  great  saving 
to  the  city,  and  the  highway  department 
has  succeeded  so  well  in  its  experiments 
that  an  emulsion  is  said  to  have  been 
secured  which  dries  up  in  12  hours  and 
which  gives  forth  no  odor  after  twice  that 
time.  The  oil  is  said  to  keep  the  streets 
from  wearing  out,  thus  saving  greatly  on 
repairs.

Dangerous  Stairways 
Some  day  there  will  be  fearful  loss  of 
life  in  Lynn  owing  to  badly  arranged 
and  poorly  lighted  stairways  in  factories, 
school  buildings  and  other  structures.  Why 
the  state  authorities  allow  so  many  dan- 
gerous stairways  it  is  hard  to  conjecture. 
Speaking  of  dangerous  conditions  in  build- 
ings, S.  Oliver  Breed,  who  is  employed 
by  the  insurance  companies  to  look  after 
building  conditions,  recently  called  atten- 
tion to  the  bad  conditions  in  the  direction 
noted.  In  his  opinion  the  stairways  are 
too  narrow.  Furthermore  there  are  too 
many  stairways  with  turns  instead  of 
landings.  The  treads  at  the  turns  are 
not  wide  enough  and  very  dangerous, 
especially  if  the  stairway  is  dark.  A  law 
governing  stairway  construction  should 
take  the  place  of  the  judgment  of  the 
inspectors  when  the  safety  of  occupants 
of  a  building  are  in  question.  This  law 
should  regulate  the  heights  of  risers,  the 
width  of  stairways  and  also  forbid  stairs 
with  anything  but  landings,  in  all  public 
buildings,  like  school  buildings  and  fac- 
tories, for  example. 

"This.y  said  a  teacher  to  her  class  of 
arithmeticians,  "is  a  unit."

It  was  expected  that  it  would 
be  much  more,  and  as  this  amount  is  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury  it  was 
gratifying  to  those  in  charge  of  the  finances 
at  city  hall.

On  her  eightieth  birthday  she 
gave  a  great  ball,  concert  and  supper  in  the 
public  rooms  at  Bath  to  over  two  hundred 
persons  and  opened  the  ball  herself.

The  New  City  Stable 
The  new  city  stable  is  to  become  a 
reality  in  the  near  future.  The  location, 
if  the  common  council  agrees  with  the 
aldermen,  will  be  on  Gas  House  road  on 
the  marshes,  near  the  present  board  of 
health  barns.  The  stables,  if  erected  as 
planned,  will  be  of  concrete  with  steel 
reinforcements,  the  main  building  108  by 
181  feet,  and  two  stories  high.  On  each 
side  there  will  be  a  thirty  foot  driveway 
and  beyond  them  two  open  sheds  thirty 
feet  deep  and  thirteen  feet  high.  One  will 
be  192  feet  long  and  the  other  224  feet. 
The  sheds  will  shelter  100  wagons,  and  the 
stable  will  accommodate  over  100  horses. 
The  new  building  will  be  fireproof,  the  only 
wood  to  be  used  being  in  the  window  and 
door  frames.  The  lower  floor  will  serve 
all  the  departments  doing  construction 
work  of  any  kind  and  will  be  sub-divided 
to  accommodate  them.  The  second  floor 
will  be  used  to  house  the  horses,  and  the 
loft  will  serve  as  a  hay  and  grain  room  and 
will  be  fitted  with  modern  devices  for  all 
overhead  feeding.  A  blacksmith  shop 
will  be  erected  across  the  road,  which  will 
also  be  of  concrete.  It  is  proposed  to 
merge  the  highway,  sewer,  water  and 
health  departments  in  the  repair  of  equip- 
ment.

Wyoma,  Glenmere  and  Village  Squares, 
and  Chestnut  street  between  Union  and 
Olive  will  have  to  be  paved  with  bitulithic 
pavement  on  account  of  lack  of  funds  to 
provide  brick  pavement,  although  the 
latter  gives  much  better  satisfaction  and 
wears  much  longer.  The  difference  in  the 
cost  of  the  pavement  is  about  $1  per  square 
yard,  and  the  appropriation  is  not  large 
enough  to  allow  of  this  extra  expenditure 
this  year.  The  bitulithic  pavement  on 
North  Common  street  has  not  given 
satisfaction,  holes  already  having  come 
in  it,  and  as  it  is  one  of  the  most  prominent 
entrances  to  Lynn  from  Boston,  it  is 
deplorable  that  something  more  durable 
could  not  have  been  used.  Wooden  block 
paving  is  to  be  tried  out  in  the  near  future 
as  it  has  pro\ed  very  economical  in  some 
cities.

A  temporary  freight  yard  is  being 
established  on  the  wide  marsh  land  be- 
tween the  Saugus  branch  and  the  river 
fronting  on  Bennett  street,  to  take  care  of 
the  shipping  while  the  work  of  separating 
the  grades  is  going  on,  and  it  is  thought 
possible  that  it  may  remain  after  that 
because  of  its  convenience  to  the  General 
Electric  Works.  Where  so  much  solid 
construction  work  is  put  in  for  a  temporary 
yard  it  is  not  often  absolutely  taken  up. 
Of  course  another  new  freight  yard  will  be 
built  to  take  care  of  the  shipping  in  the 
center  of  the  city.  The  cost  of  building 
the  West  Lynn  yard  will  be  charged  into 
the  expense  of  grade  crossing  abolition 
and  if  the  temporary  yard  is  made  per- 
manent, as  now  seems  likely,  it  would  be 
credited  to  the  railroad.  It  will  be  some 
time  before  the  actual  work  is  commenced 
on  changing  the  grades,  as  much  prelimi- 
nary work  will  have  to  be  done.

Motoring  ITot  the  Greatest  Peril. 

The  Monday  morning  newspapers  find 
a  gruesome  decoration  for  their  first 
pages  in  the  many  motor  car  accidents 
that  take  place  Sundays,  which  added 
to  the  regular  Sunday  drownings  make 
the  day  one  of  tragedy  in  many  homes. 
However,  people  do  not  quit  railroad 
travel  because  so  many  accidents  hap- 
pen, and  console  themselves  with  a  cur- 
rent statement  that  the  number  killed 
by  falling  out  of  third  story  windows 
exceeds  the  number  of  railroad  pass- 
engers sacrificed.  And  the  number  of 
drownings  in  June  in  this  country  is 
placed  at  1176.  so  that  motoring  in  spite 
of  frequent  fatilities  is  not  the  greatest 
peril  that  one  can  confront,  and  more 
and  more  people  will  continue  to  assume 
whatever  risks  it  may  involve.  As  the 
machines  grow  in  power  and  increase  in 
number  the  risks  must  be  augmented. 
Many  drivers  of  motor  cars  seem  per- 
fectlj^  willing  to  take  chances,  which  is 
most  unjust  to  the  public,  who  are  com- 
pelled to  use  the  same  highways.  While 
in  most  cases  the  drivers  win  out  on 
such  hazards,  the  other  side  of  the 
picture  appears  in  a  regular  record  of 
slaughter.  A  recent  writer  in  the  Out- 
look quotes  an  engineer  as  saying  that 
running  an  automobile  involves  greater 
problems  than  operating  a  railroad 
locomotive.  No  one  is  fit  to  share  the 
use  of  the  highway  in  these  powerful 
machines  if  he  has  this  tendency  to  take 
chances.

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Hig-h  School  Fraternities. 

The  tendency  in  High  Schools  toward 
formation  of  fraternities  of  the  school 
pupils  is  a  serious  problem  in  many 
places.  There  is  general  testimony  to 
the  effect  that  such  fraternities  promote 
a  spirit  of  social  exclusiveness  incon- 
sistent with  the  democratic  aims  of  the 
public  school.  In  many  places  where 
the  fraternities  have  club  rooms  of  their 
own,  the  pupils  secure  the  independence 
of  adult  life  at  a  time  when  they  are 
too  immature  for  full  self  control. 
School  boards  have  had  difficulty  in 
acting  in  this  field,  owing  to  the  idea 
entertained  by  so  many  that  school 
boards  have  no  authority  over  pupils 
except  during  the  hours  of  school  work. 
This  conception  often  weakens  the 
powers  of  the  school  authorities,  in 
respects  where  the  good  of  the  schools 
and  the  pupils  needs  some  extension  of 
authority  beyond  strict  limitations.  The 
Legislature  at  its  recent  session  passed 
a  law  (chapter  120)  which  would  appear 
to  have  grown  out  of  such  perplexities. 
This  act  gives  the  school  board  of 
Boston  power  over  secret  organizations 
of  pupils  of  the  public  schools.  It  is  a 
power  which  all  school  boards  should 
have  where  such  organizations  exist, 
and  it  will  be  surprising  if  there  is  not 
soon  a  demand  for  a  general  law  of  this 
character.

A  very  wise  and  experienced  woman — 
many  times  a  grandmother— has  given 
a  lot  of  good  advice  to  girls.  If  she  were 
still  wiser  perhaps  she  would  not  give  so 
much  of  it,  but  out  of  the  fullness  of 
the  heart  the  mouth  speaketh.  The 
burden  of  her  suggestion  is  that  girls 
should  not  marry  until  they  are  twenty- 
five  years  old.  Before  that  time  they 
have  neither  the  perspective  of  life  nor 
the  ability  to  choose  a  proper  mate. 
And  a  lot  more  to  the  same  purpose. 
Incidentally  it  may  be  remarked  that 
the  woman  in  question  married  at 
seventeen.  She  offers  herself  as  a 
horrible  example,  but  she  doesn't  look 
it,  and  it  is  certain  that  the  girls  will 
refuse  to  take  her  as  such. 

It  is  quite  useless  to  offer  to  girls  any 
advice  on  the  subject  of  marriage.  The 
mother  may  berate  the  young  men  and 
the  father  show  them  the  door,  but 
elopement  is  always  possible.  The 
mother  may  explain  her  own  mistakes 
and  show  conclusively  that  waiting  is 
the  best  policy.  The  father  may  show 
by  his  looks  as  well  as  his  books  that 
marriage  too  early  in  life  is  financially 
disastrous  and  a  deterrent  to  getting 
the  best  out  of  life.  What  difference 
does  that  make  if  Joan's  heart  is  set  on 
Darby?  What  are  poverty  and  struggle? 
Mere  visions  or  phantoms.  Other  girls 
may  mariy  the  wrong  fellow  and  get 
into  trouble,  but  evei'y  girl  knows  in  her 
own  heart  that  she  alone  is  competent 
to  select  her  own  husband  and  to  lead  . 
him  safely  through  all  of  the  troubles 
of  existance. 

Now  it  cannot  be  denied  that  physi- 
cians have  shown  that  it  is  far  better 
for  a  woman  to  wait  until  she  is  twenty- 
five  than  to  many  earlier.  It  is  true 
that  a  girl  should  have  plenty  of  time  to 
see  life  in  its  various  phases,  to  study 
men  at  leisure  so  as  to  be  sure  of  her 
choice.  It  is  true  that  a  marriage 
where  the  head  goes  with  the  heart  is 
the  one  which  is  ideal.  All  these  things 
are  true,  but  not  so  important  as  the 
fact  that  human  affections  refuse  to  be 
bound  by  any  rule.  When  a  girl  will 
she  will,  you  may  depend  on  it.  No 
psychologist  has  ever  been  able  ade- 
quately to  explain  the  drift  of  human 
affections  either  before  marriage  or 
afterward.  The  most  obedient  girl  in 
the  world  will  not  allow  the  slightest 
interference  with  her  affections.  On 
this  point  she  is  adamant.  And  the 
plain  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  marriage 


as  now  constituted  is  a  success,  far 
moz'e  successful  than  if  it  were  con- 
ducted by  formula  and  according  to 
rules  laid  down  by  grandmothers  and 
grandfathers.

ACROSS  the  Big  Pond  they  are  in 
the  throes  of  discussion  upon  the 
subject  of  woman's  age.  Opin- 
ions have  been  invited  from  all  and 
sundry  of  both  sexes  as  to  the  exact 
time  of  life  when  a  woman  may  be  said 
to  be  at  her  best.  This  is  the  kind  of 
subject  one  may  debate  forever,  and 
still  arrive  at  nothing  absolutely  definite. 

Women  of  different  periods  of  history 
have  been  attractive  at  such  different 
stages  of  existance.  The  men  of  earlier 
days,  for  example,  would  never  have 
been  persuaded  that  the  girl  of  sixteen 
was  not  more  attractive  than  the 
woman  of  forty,  whereas  men  of  the 
present  time  seem  disposed  to  think  her 
insipid,  and  to  give  the  palm  to  her 
mother.  So  much  depends  on  what  we 
precisely  mean  when  we  describe  a 
woman  as  being  "at  her  best." 

If  we  regard  her  from  a  physical 
point  of  view,  then  surely  the  age  should 
be  fixed  somewhere  about  twenty-five; 
but  between  thirty  or  forty  would  be 
nearer  the  mark  if  we  take  into  account 
intellectual  strength  and  the  charms 
which  experience  produces.  Character- 
istics that  are  displeasing  in  youth  be- 
come softened  as  time  goes  on.  Tact 
and  tolerance  are  brought  into  play,  a 
wider  knowledge  of  the  world  and  men 
helps  women  to  assume  virtues  even  if 
•they  have  them  not;  and  thus  it  seems 
so  often  that  a  woman  is  most  attractive 
between  her  third  and  fourth  decade. 
But  surely  one  can  lay  down  no  rules  on 
this  subject. 

One  thinks  of  certain  heroines  in  fic- 
tion, and  all  theories  at  once  fall  to  the 
ground.  One  reviews  one's  circle  of 
friends,  and  immediately  it  seems  that 
there  are  no  f^xed  laws  as  to  the  period 
of  life  when  a  woman  can  be  said  to  be 
at  her  best. 

That  the  French  woman  is  always  at 
her  zenith  in  the  thirties,  practically 
speaking,  is  more  easy  to  understand. 
The  young  French  woman  does  not  get 
the  opportunity  of  developing  herself  so 
early  as  her  English-speaking  sisters, 
and,  for  that  matter,  it  has  not  been 
until  quite  recently  that  the  young  girl 
has  had  her  chance.  But  now  we  give 
girls  every  opportunity  of  training  their 
minds  and  bodies,  and  the  average 
woman  of  five-and-twenty  is  certainly 
very  hard  to  beat. 

"Isn't  it  fun  to  be  forty?"  said  a 
woman  the  other  day. 


"Well,  I  don't  know''  was  the  answer. 
I  hadn't  thought  of  it  that  way;  the 
hats  this  year  are  hideous  for  a  woman 
of  forty,  and  who  can  be  forty  and  wear 
a  sheath  gown?" 

"Hats,  sheath  gowns — that's  just  the 
fun  of  it,"  continued  the  first  speaker. 
"You  don't  have  to  worry  about  hats 
or  any  kind  of  gown,  if  you  are  good 
and  sensible  and  forty.  Anything  that's 
quiet  and  comfortable  and  becoming  is 
well  enough,  and,  while  the  other  poor 
slaves  are  lacing  themselves  purple  to 
get  the  new  figure,  your  woman  of  forty 
can  laugh,  let  out  an  extra  reef  in  her 
corsets  and  go  home  and  curl  up  with  a 
book  and  a  box  of  chocolates,  without 
bothering  about  her  complextion  or  her 
figure." 

"The  woman  of  forty  doesn't  have  to 
make  new  friends.  If  she's  the  right 
kind  of  woman,  she's  got  a  circle  of 
them  already. 

"They  may  know  that  she's  rather 
ordinary,  not  particularly  brilliant,  and 
not  always  even  sweet  tempered,  but 
they  love  her  just  the  same,  because 
they  know  what  she  really  is  behind  all 
the  little  fildals  and  flubdubs  that  we 
call  convention. 

"And  then  the  woman  of  forty  isn't 
easily  upset.  You  couldn't  break  her 
heart  if  you  would  try.  She's  seen 
enough  trouble  to  know  that  grief  doesn't 
last  a  bit  longer  than  joy,  and  she's 
found  out  that  it  won't  kill  her  to  give 
up  a  trip  to  Europe  or  to  find  out  that 
her  dearest  friend  has  been  making  fun 
of  her  behind  her  back.

If  that  doesn't 
pull  down  his  flesh  his  case  is  hopeless 
from  a  physical  point  of  view. 


September  7,  1909  —  The  date  upon 
which  the  wrong  way  of  separating 
Lynn  grade  crossings  was  commenced. 


The  new  building  at  Munroe  street 
and  Central  avenue  is  not  much  of  an 
improvement.  It  must  have  been  built 
for  revenue  —  certainly  not  for  appear- 
ance.    It  is  a  severe  looking  structure. 


It  will  be  Senator  George  H.  Newhall. 
With  Mr.  Johnson  of  Nahant  in  the 
field  Newhall's  nomination  was  a  fore- 
gone conclusion. 

If  the  designating  of  streets  for  traf- 
fic by  the  state  is  a  good  plan,  why  not 
have  Lynn  adopt  it?  Heavy  teaming 
through  scores  of  our  strictly  residen- 
tial streets  should  not  be  allowed.  Res- 
idential streets  should  be  made  more 
quiet  and  attractive  by  naming  traffic 
streets. 


Now  that  the  United  States  owns  the 
thirty  thousand  miles  around  the  North 
Pole  why  not  have  Canada  come  in  and 
make  this  upper  side  of  the  world  all 
U.  S. 


We  are  glad  that  the  city  has  decided 
to  even  up  some  of  the  wretched  street 
paving.  After  they  get  through  with 
the   streets   w^e   hope    they    will   tackle 


some  of  the  sidewalks  which  are  in  a 
wretchedly  uneven  condition  in  many 
parts  of  the  city,  making  walking  a  diffi- 
cult operation. 

It  is  too  bad  that  the  appearance  of 
Pine  Grove  Cemetery  should  be  so  mar- 
red by  the  failure  of  lot  owners  to  care 
for  the  territory.  In  many  instances, 
however,  there  is  nobody  left  to  see  that 
the  "work  is  done.  Much  good  work  on 
lots  is  destroyed  by  the  failure  to  have 
the  adjoining  lot  cleaned  up.  Cost  for 
perpetual  care  of  lots  advanced  October 
1.  Some  plan  should  be  devised  toward 
having  the  older  lots  put  in  shape. 

The  city  council  committee  chosen  to 
bring  about  an  increase  in  the  personal 
property  valuation  feel  certain  that  if 
the  proper  spirit  is  shown  by  officials 
and  citizens  next  year  the  tax  rate  in 
this  city  will  go  down  several  dollars. 
It  was  found  in  Norwood,  where  the  tax 
rate  has  been  so  high,  that  the  state  tax 
commissioners  were  asked  to  advise  that 
a  committee  of  citizens  work  in  con- 
junction with  the  assessors,  and,  as  a 
result,  when  the  tax  rolls  were  made  up 
the  amount  assessed  on  personal  prop- 
erty was  far  beyond  that  of  previous 
years.  This  can  be  done  in  Lynn,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  and 
the  result  would  be  a  reduction  in  the 
tax  rate  and  a  subsequent  inducement 
for  manufacturers  to  locate  here  and 
people  to  take  up  their  residence  in 
Lynn. 

We  hear  much  now-a-days  about  tax- 
ation —  local,  state  and  national.  We 
have  just  got  through  with  the  tarifl'  law 
and  very  soon  the  voters  will  pass  upon 
the  wisdom  of  the  country  adopting  an 
income  tax.  The  suggestion  made  for 
* '  the  taxation  of  incomes  from  whatever 
source  derived  "  is  a  pretty  broad  propo- 
sition and  is  in  fact  unlimited  taxation 
and  would  open  the  way  to  tax  wage 
earners,  clerks  and  people  in  similar  po- 
sitions all  over  the  country  and  it  is  not 
believed  that  labor  will  submit  to  such  a 
proposition.  The  limitation  to  the  pow- 
er of  Congress  by  the  states  should  not 
be  lightly  thrown  away  because  it  is  all 
the  protection  we  have  against  unlimited 
taxation.  If  the  proposition  to  tax  in- 
comes "from  whatever  source  derived" 
is  ever  adopted  it  will  make  Congress 
our  master  and  ourselves  its  slaves, 
and  we  do  not  believe  that  the  in- 
telligent wage  earner  will  ever  vote  to 
put  such  a  law  upon  the  statute  books.

LYNN.  MASS. 
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Spare  the  Trees. 

Alderman  Charles  Orrin  Breed  is  very 
earnest  in  his  agitation  for  the  preserv- 
ing of  the  shade  trees.     He  says:  — 

"  Since  I  have  been  a  member  of  the 
board  of  aldermen  my  attention  has 
been  frequently  called  by  many  of  our 
citizens  to  the  unwarranted  destruction 
of  our  beautiful  trees.  Lynn  has  al- 
ways been  noted  for  its  stately  and 
beautiful  trees.  Our  fathers  planted 
them  years  ago  and  watched  their 
growth,  and  they  have  now  entered  into 
their  rest,  and  these  trees  are  left  as 
their  monuments,  and  to  us  old  Lynners 
we  feel  a  sentiment  for  them  which  no 
one  else  can  understand. 

"I  know  that  there  are  hundreds  of 
people  in  Lynn  who  feel  just  as  I  do, 
but  for  years  no  attention  has  been  paid 
to  their  feelings  and  the  city  has  cut 
down  right  and  left  without  any  regard 
to  the  protests  of  the  people. 

"  It  takes  God  50  to  100  years  to  make 
a  tree.  It  takes  a  Lynn  board  of  alder- 
men a  minute  and  a  half  to  vote  to  cut 
one  down.  Now,  I  am  not  blaming  the 
aldermen.  I  am  willing  to  take  my  full 
share  of  the  blame;  simply  we  didn't 
understand  and  the  citizens  hadn't  been 
awakened. 

"  Public  sentiment  will  be  heard  very 
quickly  at  the  city  hall  if  the  citizens 
will  only  take  interest  enough  when 
they  see  a  notice  in  the  paper  that  a 
tree  is  to  be  cut  down  and  a  hearing 
given,  to  appear  before  us  and  state 
their  protests. 

"On  July  7,  1908,  I  introduced  into 
the  board  of  aldermen  the  following  or- 
dinance: Section  1.  No  live  public  shade 
tree  within  the  residential  part  of  the 
city  shall  be  removed  except  after  pub- 
lic hearing  before  the  board  of  mayor 
and  aldermen,  notice  of  which  hearing 
shall  be  given  by  publication  two  or 
more  times  in  some  one  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  Lynn,  and  by  posting  copies  of 
the  same  on  the  tree  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  remove,  said  posting  and  the 
last  publication  to  be  at  least  three  days 
before  the  date  of  said  hearing.  Sec- 
tion 2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  passage. 

"Now,  the  remedy.  A  committee 
should  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  al- 
dermen to  see  the  trees  before  we  vote. 
The  building  department  should  not 
allow  a  building  of  any  kind  to  be  pushed 
out  so  far  into  the  street  as  to  necessi- 
tate cutting  off  limbs  and  disfiguring  the 
trees. 


"  I  introduced  an  order  into  the  board 
of  aldermen  at  the  last  meeting  to  have 
the  board  of  public  works  plant  200 
trees  over  our  city.  I  hope  that  this 
order  will  go  through,  and  that  the 
finance  committee  will  be  able  to  find 
the  few  hundred  dollars  that  it  will  cost. 

"I  appeal  to  the  public  spirit  of  our 
citizens  to  interest  themselves  in  this 
matter  until  public  sentiment  is  stim- 
ulated and  the  work  will  be  accom- 
plished."

The  new  cement  culvert  which  is  being 
put  in  at  the  Little  River  playgrounds 
will  make  an  immense  improvement  in 
that  popular  spot.  The  old  wooden  gut- 
ters have  been  a  source  of  much  annoy- 
ance to  visitors  at  the  grounds  as  well 
as  being  unhealthy  for  the  neighbor- 
hood, and  much  satisfaction  is  expressed 
over  the  installation' of  the  new  drain. 
The  culvert  will  run  from  the  railroad 
across  the  playground  to  the  junction  of 
Stony  and  Strawberry  brooks,  near  to 
the  Boston  street  side  of  the  reserva- 
tion. It  starts  where  the  old  ditches 
pass  under  the  railroad  embankment 
and  finds  a  new  line,  gradually  leaving 
the  track  of  the  old  gutters  until  it 
reaches  the  junction  of  the  two  brooks 
and  at  the  finish  is  a  number  of  yards 
from  the  place  where  the  former  drains 
ended.  The  new  artificial  water  course 
is  six  feet  wide  and  five  and  one-half 
feet  high,  inside  of  the  inclosure.  The 
walls  are  nine  inches  thick,  and  of 
cement  construction  and  reinforced  at 
the  top  every  seven  inches  with  three- 
quarter  inch  steel.  The  side  walls  are 
reinforced  to  hold  the  ends  at  the  top, 
every  four  feet.  The  culvert  will  be 
entirely  covered  over  and  there  will  be  a 
manhole  every  150  feet.  The  work  will 
cost  the  city  $10,000,  which  appropria- 
tion was  made  in  the  city  council  recent- 
ly and  it  will  put  the  playground  in  good 
condition  so  that  another  year  apparatus 
similar  to  that  at  Meadow  Park  can  be 
installed  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
children  in  that  neighborhood.

The  drawings  for  harbor  development 
are  now  before  the  city  council  and  are 
said  to  be  most  complete  in  every  detail, 
showing  the  location  of  wharves  and 
slips,  streets,  and  the  proposed  sewage 
purification  plant.  The  plans  provide 
for  depth  of  40  feet  of  water  in  low 
tide,  and  it  is  estimated  that  several 
hundred  acres  of  mud  flats  will  be  con- 
verted into  dry  land  by  the  dredging  of 
the  harbor.  The  company  having  the 
work  in  charge  reports  that  it  would  be 
very  easy  and  inexpensive  to  dredge  the 
Lynn  harbor  as  no  rocks  or  ledges  have 
been  found.  The  city's  sewage  ques- 
tion is  one  of  the  most  important  to  be 
considered  as  the  present  outfall  sewer 
empties  into  the  harbor  and  some  of  the 
matter  drifts  to  the  beaches  at  Revere. 
Complaints  have  been  received  from 
that  town  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
metropolitan  park  commission  will  join 
with  them  in  an  effort  to  have  this 
nuisance  eliminated,  so  that  something 
will  have  to  be  done  by  this  city,  and 
therefore  a  purification  plant  has  been 
suggested  by  the  engineers,  and  will  be 
taken  under  serious  consideration.

Another  Ocean  Record. 

For  the  first  time  in  history  a  steam- 
ship has  left  Liverpool  on  a  Saturday 
night  and  has  landed  its  passengers  in 
New  York  on  the  evening  of  the  follow- 
ing Thursday.  That  means  only  five 
nights  spent  on  board.  Heretofore  the 
lowest  limit  has  been  six  nights,  al- 
though, to  be  sure,  the  sixth  night  fre- 
quently has  been  spent  at  anchorage. 

The  Lusitania  came  across  in  4  days, 
11  hours  and  42  minutes,  but  in  all  calcu- 
lations the  run  is  determined,  as  all 
globe  trotters  know,  not  from  the  land- 
ing at  Liverpool  to  the  dock  in  New 
York;  not  from  Liverpool  at  all,  but 
from  Daunt' s  Rock,  outside  the  harbor 
of  Queenstown.  The  night  run  down 
the  channel  to  Queenstown  is  not  con- 
sidered. The  ocean  course  is  from 
Daunt's  Rock  to  the  Ambrose  Channel 
Lightship  ofi"  Sandy  Hook. 

It  is  the  necessity  of  calling  at  Queens- 
town for  the  mails  that  has  prevented 
the  landing  of  passengers  in  New  York 
on  a  Thursday  afternoon  heretofore. 
Both  the  Lusitania  and  the  Mauretania 
could  make  the  run  right  along  if  it 
were  possible  to  start  from  Liverpool 
on  a  Saturday  afternoon  and  eliminate 
the  Sunday  delay  at  Queenstown.  Per- 
haps one  of  these  days  the  steamship 
line's  contract  with  the  British  govern- 
ment can  be  changed  so  that  arrival  in 
New  York  on  Thursdays  can  be  depend- 
ed on.
